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PREFACE. 

In  the  fall  of  1879,  on  the  occasion  of  a  reunion  of 
the  Connecticut  members  of  the  Descendants  of  Col. 
John  Davis  of  Oxford,  Conn.,  held  at  High  Rock  Grove, 
between  Beacon  Falls  and  Naugatuck,  Conn.,  on  the  line 
of  the  Naugatuck  Rail  Road,  about  the  only  relatives  I 
knew  were  those  whom  I  met  annually  on  Thanksgiving 
Day  at  Grandfathers  (Truman  Davis)  in  Naugatuck, 
and  those  who  resided  on  Chestnut  Tree  Hill.  Oxford, 
Conn.  I  also  recollect  having  seen  Col,  John  Davis  and 
wife  and  Anson  Davis  once  only. 

In  1880,  1  conceived  the  idea  of  compiling  the  Gene- 
alogy of  the  descendants  of  Col.  Davis,  and  soon  found  I 
had  a  good  sized  job  on  my  hands,  as  I  had  to  do  all  the 
work  between  business  hours,  and  therefore  could  do  the 
work  slowly.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  peculiar  fascination 
of  the  work  I  would  have  given  it  up.  By  1890  I  had 
been  in  communication  with  every  head  of  a  family  from 
Col.  Davis  down  to  that  date.  I  then  compiled  the  same 
by  families,  which  I  had  printed  and  with  new  blanks,  I 
sent  a  copy  to  each  family  for  corrections  and  additions. 
I  had  this  nearly  completed  by  1900. 

From  1900  to  the  present  I  have  been  in  almost  con- 
stant communication  with  the  different  families  by  which 
means  I  have  succeeded  in  getting  additions  down  to 
date,  except  the  year  1908,  when  I  was  confined  to  my 
house  over  six  months  by  severe  illness. 

In  doing  this  work  I  came  in  touch  personally  or  by 

letter  with  every  head  of  a  family  at  least  three  times  and 

in  some  cases  many  more.     In  doing  this  I  have  written 

nearly  2,000  letters,  and  as  many  more  circulars.    Nearly 

~,1I  of  these  families  have  freely  given  me  the  information 

(sked    for,   none   have    positively    declined    information. 

)i.nd  one  failed  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  my  letters. 

Dne  of  my  principal  delays  was  caused  by  a  large  number 

)f  letters  being  returned  on  account  of  removals,  whose 

jddresses  I  afterwards  learned. 

In  tracing  the  ancestory  of  the  Colonel,  I  was  largely 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Sheldon  Davis,  who  had  made  that 
subject  much  study.  I  was  further  assisted  by  the  kind 
permission  of  Mr.  W.  C.  Sharpe,  editor  of  the  Seymour 


(Conn.)  Record,  and  author  of  the  History  of  Seymour, 
Conn.,  (which  he  had  copyrighted)  in  allowing  me  to  use 
some  portions  of  his  genealogies  for  corrections  and 
additions.  In  part  one  of  this  work  there  is  no  doubt 
many  errors,  as  this  part  is  largely  from  notes  given  me 
by  the  late  Rev.  Sheldon  Davis,  with  corrections  and 
additions  from  Sharpes  History,  Part  One  carries  you 
down  to  Col.  John  Davis  of  Oxford,  Conn.,  in  a  direct 
line  giving  what  I  have  been  able  to  obtain  in  the  various 
branches. 

The  principal  aim  in  this  work  has  been  to  give  as  ac- 
curate as  possible  the  complete  genealogy  of  the  descend- 
ants of  Col.  John  Davis  of  Oxford,  Conn.,  down  to  date, 
which  I  will  vouch  for  as  being  correct  in  every  way,  as 
in  Part  Two  I  have  not  relied  on  any  notes,  but  have 
received  my  information  direct  from  all  the  families 
interested  down  to  the  present  generation.  I  desire  to 
extend  my  thanks  to  the  following  members  of  the  family 
for  their  assistance  in  various  ways  in  compiling  this 
work,  viz, :  Mr.  E.  E.  !Mallory  of  Portland,  Ore. ;  Miss 
Lillian  E.  Prudden  of  New  Haven,  Conn. ;  Miss  Emma 
S.  Tomlinson  of  Waterbury,  Conn. ;  Fred  J.  Davis  of 
Owego,  N.  Y.,  and  Mrs,  Martha  Prudden  of  New  Haven, 
Conn.  The  portraits  were  obtained  direct  from  the  vari- 
ous branches,  and  therefore  reliable,  as  are  the  Bio- 
graphies, as  all  but  three  or  four  were  submitted  to  the 
parties  most  interested,  for  correction,  addition  or  curtail- 
ment. In  the  case  of  soldiers  the  organization  and  dates 
of  service  were  mostly  obtained  from  official  state 
records.  I  hope  this  work  may  be  an  incentive  to  coming 
generations  to  aim  to  continue  the  good  name  left  them 
by  Col.  Davis  and  his  descendants.  In  conclusion  I  desire 
one  favor,  viz. ;  As  I  am  not  a  collegian,  and  as  many  of 
the  present  generation  are,  I  expect  more  or  less  criticism,, 
for  gramatical  errors,  etc.,  but  in  doing  so,  I  ask  you  tj 
take  in  consideration  the  above  facts.

Emma  S.  Tomlinson. 
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Although  I  have  no  positive  knowledge  of  the  date  of 
the  arrival  of  the  original  Davis  in  the  colonies,  and  can- 
not boast  of  a  Mayflower  or  Half  Moon,  I  have  found 
that  John  Davis,  whom  I  claim  to  be  the  ancestor  of  our 
family  in  this  country  and  who  was  known  as  "The 
Welshman"  located  in  the  town  of  Derby,  Conn,  (which 
then  included  Humhreysville  now  Seymour,  and  Ox- 
ford) between  1680  and  1690,  became  quite  a  prominent 
citizen,  took  an  active  part  in  the  town  business  and 
quite  a  large  free  holder.  His  will  was  probated  in  1712. 
I  have  been  unable  to  learn  the  name  of  his  first  wife 
by  whom  he  had  four  children,  or  the  date  of  her  death. 
He  then  married  the  widow  Mary  Gunn  May  12,  1691, 
who  soon  died.  He  married  third,  Abigail,  daughter  of 
John  Tibbals  of  Mil  ford.  Conn.,  by  whom  he  had'  five 
children.     He  died  about  the  year  1711. 

In  the  first  U.  S.  Census,  1790,  there  were  123  families 
named  Davis  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  of  which  six 
were  in  New  Haven,  and  ten  in  the  town  of  Derby.  The 
population  of  Derby  was  2994.  The  ten  Davis  families 
numbered  49,  which  through  intermarriages  with  other 
names  would  increase  the  family  to  150  or  about  1-20  of 
the  population  of  the  town.  It  has  been  to  me,  as  I  know 
it  will  be  to  all  who  are  interested  in  this  work,  a  great 
pleasure  to  know  that,  since  1690.  the  days  of  the  original 
John  Davis,  with  only  one  or  two  exceptions ;  the  Davis 
family  have  been,  and  are  now  highly  respectable  mem- 
bers of  the  communities  in  which  they  reside,  and  all 
noted  for  their  honorable  dealings.  While  very  few  of 
them  have  reached  high  military  or  political  positions, 
they  have  always  been  loyal  to  the  flag,  in  either  civic  or 
military.  The  family  was  represented  in  the  Civil  and 
Spanish  wars,  also  in  militia  service  from  Colonial  times 

io  the  present. 
Almost  every  branch  of  industrial  and  professional  life 
s  represented  by  the  family.     The  principal  ones  being, 
I  farmers,  mechanics,  school  teachers,  physicians,  clergy- 
/  men  and  lawyers.     The  family  are  noted  for  their  tem- 
perance, many  of  them  being  tetotalers.     I  have  yet  to 
find  a  single  saloon  keeper,  and  only  two  or  three  hotel 
keepers  with  private  bars  for  guests  only. 

In  1696  John  Davis  and  his  son  John  were  among  the 
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signers  of  a  petition  agreeing  for  the  Town  of  Derby  to 
give  Dr.  Josiah  Baldwin  a  homestead  of  three  or  four 
acres.  In  1710  John  Davis,  Jr.,  petitioned  the  Town  of 
Derby  for  an  allotment  to  him  of  four  and  a  half  acres  of 
land  on  White  Mary's  Hill. 

Joseph,  father  of  Col.  John,  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Oxford,  Conn.,  and  gave  the  land 
for  the  Church,  although  it  says  in  the  deed  "for  a  valua- 
ble consideration"  being  only  a  phrase  required  in  forms 
of  deeds,  in  all  probability  the  "valuable  consideration" 
was  then  as  now  the  value  of  one  dollar  to  make  it  bind- 
ing. The  following  is  the  deed,  a  copy  of  which  can  be 
seen  on  page  233  of  the  History  of  Derby,  Conn. : 

"I,  Joseph  Davis  of  Derby,  in  the  parish  of  Oxford, 
.  .  .  for  a  valuable  consideration  of  current  money, 
.  .  .  received  by  Abel  Gunn  and  William  Bunnell, 
church  wardens  of  the  parish  of  Oxford,  ...  do 
give,  grant  and  confirm  unto  them,  and  to  others  of  the 
parishioners  of  the  Church  of  England,  in  said  Oxford, 
one  certain  tract  of  land  known  by  the  name  of  Meeting- 
house Lot,  lying  near  Oxford  meeting-house,  being  by 
estimate  five  acres.  ...  to  have  and  to  hold  to  the 
said  Abel  Gunn,  Benjamin  Bunnell,  and  to  all  the  rest  of 
the  professors  of  the  Church  of  England,  in  said  Ox- 
ford."

A  few  years  ago  (about  ISSblj  a  brass  tablet  in  his 
memory  was  placed  in  the  present  church  at  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Sheldon  Davis,  made  at  the  Davis  re- 
union at  High  Rock  Grove.  August  23,  1883. 

That  Col.  Davis  Vv^as  a  prominent  man  in  Oxford  is 
proven  by  the  following :  The  public  green  was  intended 
for  a  public  common  and  a  military  parade  ground,  had 
become  a  thickly  grown  bramble,  and  the  people,  aboui 
the  year  1T98  or  1799,  turned  out  under  the  lead  of  aj 
committee,  three  military  officers  of  the  day  and  time,  ! 
Capt.  John  Davis  (afterwards  Colonel),  Lieut.  Samuel 
A.  Buckingham  and  Ensign  Ebenezer  Eairchild.  They 
cleared  the  land  of  rubbish  and  brought  it  to  its  present 
desirable  condition  by  a  (then)  large  expense  of  time 
and  money.     The  whole  public  common,  both  upper  and 
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lower,  were  laid  out  and  improved  under  the  leading  of 
the  same  committee.  In  support  of  the  claim  of  Military 
record  of  Col.  Davis.  I  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  fol- 
lowing dates  of  Commissions  granted  to  John  Davis  by 
the  State  of  Connecticut.  The  first  one  is  dated  1785, 
and  is  for  Lieutenant;  the  second  is  dated  1798,  and  is 
for  Captain;  the  third  is  dated  1804;  and  is  for  Major; 
and  the  fourth  is  dated  1807,  and  is  for  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Commandant.  Joseph  Davis,  his  father,  held  a 
Commission  as  Ensign,  dated  in  1750,  and  is  signed  by 
Jonathan  Law,  Captain  General  Commanding  His 
Majesty's  Colony  of  Connecticut. 

It  has  been  said  and  very  truly,  that  the  West  has  been 
developed  by  settlers  from  New  England,  of  which  the 
descendants  of  John  Davis  of  Derby,  Conn.,  did  their 
share,  and  as  these  pages  can  prove,  even  the  descendants 
of  Col.  John  Davis  of  Oxford,  Conn,  (the  eldest  of 
whom  was  born  about  100  years  after  John  Davis  the 
Welshman  located  in  Derby,  Conn.),  are  found  in 
eighteen  States,  the  District  of  Columbia  and  Alberta, 
Canada. 

Of  the  fourteen  children  of  Col.  John  Davis  of  Ox- 
ford, Conn.  Sarah,  John,  Mary,  Nabby,  Nancy,  Lewis 
and  Sheldon  remained  in  Connecticut.  Anson  and  all 
but  three  of  his  children  remained  in  Connecticut,  and  the 
descendant's  of  those  three  are  now  to  be  found  in  New 
York,  North  and  South  Dakota  and  Colorado  and 
Nevada. 

I  Truman  and  all  but  three  of  his  children  remained  in 
Connecticut,  and  the  descendants  of  those  three  are  now 
to  be  found  in  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  the  District 
<pf  Columbia. 

I  Lucretia  and  her  family  removed  to  New  York  and 
filer  descendants  are  now  to  be  found  in  New  York, 
lOregon,  Washington,  Pennsylvania,  Calif ormia,  Mon- 
ftana. 

I  Charity  and  her  family  removed  to  New  York  and  her 
I  descendants  are  now  to  be  found  in  New  York,  Connecti- 
|cut,  Massachusetts,  Iowa,  Nebraska,  Arkansas,  Texas, 
i  Minnesota,  Illinois,  Missouri,  Alberta,  Can.,  and  Coberg, 
\  Germany. 

Joseph  Wheeler  remained  in  Connecticut  with  one  son, 
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his  other  sons  went  west  and  their  descendants  are  to  be 
found  in  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota. 

Burritt  and  one  son  remained  in  Connecticut,  the 
descendants  of  the  other  children  are  to  be  found  in  New 
York. 

Juha  Maria  and  all  but  one  son  remained  in  Connecti- 
cut and  his  descendants  are  found  in  New  York  and 
District  of  Columbia. 


PREFACE  OF  PART  ONE. 

Part  One  of  this  work  includes  all  the  data  that  I  have 
been  able  to  get  from  John  Davis,  known  as  "The  Welsh- 
man" of  Derby,  Conn.,  from  about  1680  and  colateral 
branches  down  to  Col.  John  Davis  of  Oxford,  Conn.  I 
do  not  claim  it  to  be  acurate,  but  obtained  from  different 
sources.  So  much  neglect  had  been  shown  that  I  have 
been  unable  to  trace  the  descendants  of  some  of  the 
children  between  John  Davis  of  Derby,  about  1680  and 
Col.  John  Davis  of  Oxford  in  1755.  I  therefore  gave 
the  direct  line  of  John  Davis  of  Derby,  and  what 
attention  I  could  to  the  branches  down  to  said  Col.  John 
Davis  of  Oxford,  Conn. 

In  this  part  I  have  received  considerable  assistance 
from  Rev.  Sheldon  Davis  of  Ansonia,  Conn.,  now  dead 
Miss  Emma  S.  Tomlinson  of  Waterbury,  Conn.,  and  Mr.

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On  the  previous  page  is  to  be  seen  a  Coat  of  Arms  of  a 
Davis.  I  do  not  know  to  what  particular  family  it  be- 
longs. I  have  been  informed  that  it  came  through  one 
Dr.  Davis  of  Aleriden,  Conn.,  who  I  think  wrote  a  genea- 
logy of  his  particular  branch  of  the  Davis',  but 
I  have  never  been  able  to  see  it.  I  have  merely 
put  it  in  this  work  as  a  matter  of  curiosity.  I  have 
but  very  little  afifection  for  Coat  of  Arms  or  anything 
pertaining  to  Royalty,  for  two  reasons.  First,  I  am  too 
full  blooded  a  "Yankee."  Second,  Any  of  our  suddenly 
rich  American  families  who  have  enough  money  can  go 
"abroad"  and  buy  a  title  and  get  up  a  Coat  of  Arms  or 
Crest,  and  come  back  with  flying  colors,  or  if  they  have 
a  daughter,  can  hunt  up  a  poverty  stricken  sprig  of 
nobility,  settle  a  million  or  so  on  him,  marry  her  ofT  to 
him  with  all  the  noble  fixings.  Allow  me  to  quote  the 
following  from  the  New  York  Herald : 

TRACING  PEDIGREES  IS  A  COSTLY  TASK. 

May  Be  Worth  $500,  and  Even  Then  It  Might  Be  Im- 
possible to  Find  Records. 

"At  the  meeting  of  the  Society  of  American  Wars  held 
by  the  State  Commandery  in  the  Twenty-second  Regi- 
ment Armory  Professor  Henry  Alfred  Todd,  of  Colum- 
bia University,  told  of  his  visit  to  the  College  of  Herald- 
y,  in  London.  He  said  it  cost  from  $300  to  $500  to  get  a 
amily  pedigree  investigated  and  authenticated,  if  it  could 
e  found  at  all  in  the  records.  Much  time  and  more  ex- 
pense would  be  necessary  in  cases  of  a  prolonged  and 
'difficult  search. 

\  "Professor  Todd  said  if  a  man  had  the  proper  letters 
(''f  introduction  he  received  every  courtesy,  whether  from 
America  or  elsewhere.  According  to  the  rules  of  the 
/London  College  of  Heraldry,  a  tradesman  cannot  get  a 
jtitle  and  an  official  coat  of  arms.  When  he  was  asked 
how  it  came  that  Thomas  Lipton  was  allowed  to  be  an 
exception  to  this  rule  the  reply  was  that  the  order  came 
from  above,  meaning  the  throne — the  King  of  England. 
Sir  Thomas  Lipton,  when  consulting  about  the  most  ap- 
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propriate  design  for  his  family  coat  of  arms,  said  he 
wanted  a  tea  plant  and  cofifee  plant,  with  a  thistle  worked 
into  the  device.  His  ideas  were  accordingly  incorporated 
in  the  Lipton  coat  of  arms. 

"There  are  two  kinds  of  coats  of  arms  in  England, 
Professor  Todd  explained — those  of  title  and  peerage 
and  the  ordinary  common  kind,  that  any  man  can  invent 
and  adopt  with  the  assistance  of  a  heraldic  expert.  So 
there  is  nothing  to  prevent  a  Chicago  beef  packer  or  a 
Kalamazoo  lumberman  from  posing  as  the  Duke  of 
Michigan  and  astonishing  his  friends  and  others  with  the 
splendor  of  his  manufactured  coat  of  arms.

Charity  Davis,  after  her  marriage  to  Peter  Prudden 
located  on  a  farm  in  Orange,  Conn.,  where  all  her  chil- 
dren were  born.  The  opening  of  the  Erie  canal  and  the 
stories  of  the  fertile  soil  of  Western  New  York,  led  them 
to  sell  out  their  farm  in  Orange,  Conn.,  and  in  1835,  re- 
moved to  Lockport.  N.  Y.,  (then  a  thriving  little  village) 
where  they  died.  This  was  then  called  "Out  West"  and 
the  trip  was  made  from  Albany,  N.  Y.,  by  way  of  the 
Erie  Canal.

Amy  Foote  of  Newtown,  Conn., 
January  30,  1765.     He  was  quite  prominent  in  Alilitary 
matters,  as  appears  by  the  Colonial  records.     His  name 
appears  as  one  of  the  families  living  in  1779,  west  of 
Tobie's  Rock,  now  Oxford.     In  September  17,  1777,  he 
was  one  of  those  to  whom  the  oaths  of  a  freeman  was 
administered.    On  December  22,  1766  he  deeded  the  plot 
of  ground  on  which  St.  Peters  Church,  in  Oxford  now 
stands,  in  which  church  a  tablet  is  placed  to  his  memory. 
In  1750  the  Colonial  Assembly  established  and  confirmed 
Mr.  Joseph  Davis  to  be  Ensign  of  the  2nd  Company  in 
the  parish  of  Oxford  in  Derby,  and  was  commissioned 
accordingly,  in  1752,  he  was  by  the  same  Assembly  con- 
firmed and  commisioned  as  Lieutenant  of  same  Company, 
and  in  1754  the  same  Assembly  confirmed  and  commis- 
sioned him  as  Captain  of  same  Company.    His  first  wife 
died  January  18,  1764.    He  died  and  was  buried 

in  Oxford,  Conn. 
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COL.   JOHN   DAVIS. 

Col.  John  Davis,    son    of    Capt.    Joseph    and    Mary 
(Wheeler)  Davis  was  born  in  Oxford,  then  the  town  of 
Derby,  Conn.,  September  28, 1755 ;  married  April  19, 1782, 
Mehitable  daughter  of  Capt.  Reuben  and  Rhoda  (Clin- 
ton) Thomas  of  New  Haven  in  the  Parish  of  West  Ha- 
ven.   She  was  born  April  12,  1764,  and  a  descendant  of 
John  Thomas  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  New  Haven. 
At  Derby  on  September  16,  1777,  the  oath  provided  by 
law  for  freemen  was  administered  to  John  Davis  in  open 
freemans  meeting.     Soon  after  organization  of  the  town 
of  Oxford  in  1791 ;  a  green  was  provided  for  a  public 
common    and    military    parade    ground,    this    ground    a 
thickly  grown  bramble,  but  the  people  turned  out  under 
a  committee  of  three  military  officers,  consisting  of  Capt. 
John  Davis  (afterwards  Col.)   Lieut.  Samuel  A.  Buck- 
ingham and  Ensign  Ebenezer  Fairchild,  and  the  ground 
was  soon  cleared  and  became  a  handsome  green.   He  was 
eminent  in  military  lines  and  reached  the  rank  of  Colonel 
commanding  the  Thirty-second  Regiment  of  Connecticut 
Militia.     He  was  a  man  much  respected  in  and  about 
Oxford,  for  his  sterling  qualities  both  as  a  citizen  and 
neighbor.     He  retained  his  faculties  to  a  remarkable  de- 
gree to  the  day  of  his  death.     When  he  was  90  years  of 
age  be  broke  a  colt  and  rode  him  from  Oxford  to  New 
Haven,  a  distance  of  12  or  15  miles.    In  the  summer  be- 
fore he  was  93  he  went  out  with  the  men  and  mowed 
grass  nearly  all  the  forenoon.    As  a  husband  and  father 
be  was  kind  but  firm.    He  died  at  Oxford,  Conn.,  shortly 
after  his  home  was  burned,  from  a  fall  from  his  horse 
and  over  exertion  at  the  fire,  November  27,  1848 ;  his 
widow  survived  until  December  27,  1852,  and  was  buried 
by  his  side  in  the  Cemetery  in  the  rear  of  St.  Peters 
Church,  Oxford,  Conn. 
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ANSON  DAVIS. 

Anson    Davis,    son    of    Col.    John    and    Mehitable 
(Thomas)  Davis  was  born  on  Chestnut  Tree  Hill,  Ox- 
ford, Conn.,  September  5,  1785,  after  leaving  school  he 
worked  in  his  fathers  farm.     On  September  5,  1811,  he 
married  Miss  Sally  Prudden  of  Milford,  Conn.,  and  in 
1812  located  on  the  Russell  Tomlinson   farm  at  Davis 
Corners  on  Great  Hill,  Seymour,  Conn.,  which  was  con- 
sidered one  of  the  finest  locations  on  the  Hill.  Here  all  his 
children  but  one  were  born  and  w^here  he  died.    His  farm 
was  considered  one  of  the  finest  in  the  country.   He  always 
had  the  choicest  fruit  and  the  finest  stock  in  that  section. 
Being  like  his  father  a  good  horseman,  he  always  had 
some  fine  horses  and  was  a  good  judge  of  one.    He  was 
a  great  friend  of  education,  and  as  far  as  he  was  able 
gave  his  children  every  opportunity  to  obtain  one.    Every 
one    of    his    ten    children    were    school    teachers    some 
portion    of    their    life,    some  of  them    ranking    among 
the  best.    One  of  them  became  an  Episcopal  Clergyman. 
He  died  on  his  farm  where  he  spent  his  whole  married 
life,  January  11,  1868,  aged  82  years,  4  months,  60  days. 
His  wife  died  March  30,  1865,  aged  73  years,  2  months, 
26  days.    They  celebrated  their  golden  wedding  Septem- 
ber 5,  1861.

Rev.  Sheldon  Davis. 
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REV.  SHELDON  DAVIS. 

Rev.  Sheldon  Davis,  was  the  eldest  son  of  Anson 
Davis,  was  born  in  Milford,  now  Orange,  Conn.,  Janu- 
ary 1,  1813.  He  attended  school  in  summer  until  eight 
and  in  winter  until  fourteen  years  of  age.  He  taught 
the  Public  School  at  Brown's  Hill,  Oxford,  Conn., 
through  the  winter  of  1830  and  1831,  at  Oxford  Centre, 
Conn.,  in  1831,  and  at  Derby  Neck,  Conn.,  in  1832,  He 
entered  Cheshire  Academy,  Cheshire,  Conn.,  August, 
1833,  and  entered  the  Sophomore  Class  at  Kenyon  Col- 
lege. Gambier,  Ohio,  in  1834,  leaving  there  he  entered 
the  Junior  Class  at  Washington,  now  Trinity  College, 
Hartford,  Conn.,  where  he  graduated  A.  B.,  in  1837.  He 
then  taught  one  year  in  the  family  of  Dr.  J.  A.  Marshall, 
oldest  son  of  Chief  Justice  Marshall  at  Prospect  Hill, 
Farquier  County,  Va.,  returning  he  entered  the  Junior 
Class  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  in  1837,  and 
studied  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  T.  L.  Clark,  of  Waterbury, 
Conn.,  in  1839,  received  M.  A.  in  Trinity  College  in  1840. 
On  March  22,  he  was  married  at  Birmingham,  Conn.,  by 
the  Rev.  Joseph  Scott  to  Miss  Marietta  Church  of  Derby,, 
Conn. 

He  was  ordained  Deacon  on  Easter  Day,  April  12, 
1840,  at  St.  John's  Church,  Waterbury,  Conn.,  by  the  Rt» 
Rev.  Thomas  C.  Brownell,  Bishop  of  Conn. ;  was  ordain- 
ed Priest  August  21,  1841,  at  Christ  Church,  Patterson, 
Putnam  County,  N.  Y.,  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Benj.  T.  Onder- 
donk.   Bishop  of   New  York. 

From  1840  to  1872  he  was  located  in  the  following 
parishes,  viz. :  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Patterson, 
Putnam  County,  N.  Y.,  from  Easter  1840,  to  December, 
1841. 

Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Lithgow  and  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Pleasant  Valley,  Dutchess  County,  N.  Y.,  from 
December,  1841  to  December,  1843. 

Rector  of  St.  Peters  Church,  Hobart,  Delaware  Co., 
N.  Y.,  from  December  1843  to  Easter,  1848. 

Missionary  at  Large  in  Dutchess  Co.,  N.  Y.,  residing 
chiefly  at  Pleasant  Valley,  N.  Y.,  from  Easter,  1848,  to 
August,  1863. 

Warden  of  the  Church  Charity  Foundation  at  Brook- 
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lyn,  N.  Y.,  from  August,  1863  to  August,  1866  and,  Rec- 
tor of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Northford,  Conn.,  from 
July,  1866  to  July,  1872.  From  this  date  he  had  no 
permanent  charge,  but  made  his  home  in  Seymour  and 
Ansonia,  Conn.,  the  latter  being  his  Post  Office  address, 
but  he  was  not  idle,  having  had  temporary  charge  of  the 
following  parishes,  viz :  Christ  Church.  Roxbury,  Conn., 
3  years. 

Christ  Church,  Quaker  Farms,  Conn.,  6  years. 

Christ  Church,  Ansonia,  Conn.,  8  months. 

Trinity   Church,   Wolcottville,  Conn,   4  months. 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Oxford,  Conn.,  at  various  times. 

St.  John's  Church,  Huntington,  Conn.,  occasionally. 

Trinity  Church,  Seymour,  Conn.,  various  periods. 

He  aided  liberally  many  parishes  of  limited  means.  In 
West  Ansonia  he  built  Immanuel  Church  entirely  at  his 
own  expense  and  gave  it  to  the  parish,  which  was  then 
organized,  for  some  time  filling  the  pulpit  without  charge, 
and  assisting  at  the  services  until  his  death. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Moravian  Historical  Society 
of  Nazereth,  Pa.,  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Society  the 
New  Haven  County  and  Colonial  Historical  Society,  and 
a  Coresponding  member  of  the  New  York  Historical  So- 
ciety, also  Correspondent  of  the  American  Church  Review 
and  the  Church  Journal.  He  was  also  the  author  of 
several  works,  one  of  which  was  the  History  of  the  Mor- 
avians of  Dutchess  Co.,  N.  Y.  While  Missionary  at  Large 
in  Duchess  Co.,  N.  Y.,  he  performed  much  hard  work,  but 
succeeded  in  organizing  and  building  several  small 
parishes  which  still  exist.  In  appearance  he  was  tall  and 
commanding  in  disposition,  pleasant  and  agreeable  but 
firm. 

He  was  not  a  fancy  clergyman,  but  a  sound  and  true 
one.  He  died  in  Ansonia,  Conn.,  April  7,  1891,  aged  78 
years.  His  wife  died  in  Ansonia,  Conn.,  April  17,  1898, 
aged  85  years.    They  had  no  children. 
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SAMUEL  PRUDDEN  DAVIS. 

Samuel  Prudden  Davis,  son  of  Anson  and  Sally 
(Prudden)  Davis  was  born  on  the  old  homestead  on 
Great  Hill,  Seymour,  Conn.,  September  1,  1831,  after 
leaving  school  he  worked  on  the  farm  with  his  father, 
and  occasionally  taught  school  in  winter.  He  never  mar- 
ried, but  remained  home  with  his  father,  at  whose  death 
he  took  charge  of  the  estate  until  his  sudden  death, 
December  14,  1891,  aged  60  years,  3  months,  15  days. 

He  was  quite  a  prominent  man  in  town  and  society 
affairs,  being  Selectman  of  the  Town  of  Seymour  in 
1866,  1870,  1874;  School  Visitor,  1873  and  1873;  Member 
of  the  Board  of  Education  1872.  Was  Master  of  Morn- 
ing Star  Lodge,  No.  47,  F.  &  A.  M.,  11  years.  A  life 
size  portrait  of  him  hangs  in  the  Lodge  Room  at  Sey- 
mour, Conn. 
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MARCUS  DAVIS. 

Marcus  Davis,  son  of  Anson  and  Sally  (Prudden) 
Davis  was  born  on  Great  Hill,  Seymour,  Conn.,  October 
9,  1820,  after  leaving  school  he  worked  on  his  fathers 
farm  in  Summer  and  teaching  school  in  winter  until 
his  marriage  to  Miss  Sarah  M.  Greene  of  Seymour, 
Conn.,  March  31,  1850,  and  located  near  his  father  and 
became  one  of  the  best  farmers  in  that  section.  Like  his 
father  he  was  a  good  horseman  and  rode  horseback  until 
lie  was  80  years  old.  He  was  a  great  lover  of  good  apples 
and  introduced  some  very  fine  fruit  in  Seymour,  Conn. 
Of  his  eight  children,  his  four  daughters  and  one  son 
were  school  teachers  at  some  time  of  their  lives.  On 
the  death  of  Capt.  Clark  Davis,  in  1898,  he  became  Presi- 
dent of  the  Davis  Reunion,  which  position  he  held  until 
liis  death,  August  31,  1903.  He  celebrated  his  golden 
wedding  on  March  31,  1900.     His  widow  is  still  living. 
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JOHN  CLARK  HULL. 

John  Clark  Hull,  son  of  Lillie  L  (Davis)  and 
Charles  Hull  was  born  in  Ansonia,  Conn.,  March  9, 
1883.  He  first  attended  the  Great  Hill  school  where  he 
graduated  in  1898,  and  the  same  year  entered  the  Sey- 
mour High  School,  it  was  here  that  his  influence  was 
first  felt  by  the  young  folks  of  Seymour.  His  high  sense 
of  honor  and  cheerful  personalitity  won  for  him  at  the 
start  the  confidence  of  all  who  met  him.  He  was  elected 
president  of  his  class,  and  won  second  prize  for  excel- 
lence in  all  studies  for  the  four-year  course.  Considering 
the  obstacles  he  had  to  overcome,  this  prize  was  an  es- 
pecially well  earned  recognition  of  his  scholarship.  In 
all  but  one  year  he  journeyed  back  and  forth  to  school 
each  day,  a  distance  of  eight  miles,  riding  his  bicycle 
when  pleasant,  and  roughing  it  on  foot  when  otherwise. 
At  home  it  was  his  chief  delight  to  be  busied  with  the 
large  farm,  a  special  feature  being  an  experiment  with  a 
"Chestnut  Orchard,"  as  he  termed  it.  In  this  he  was  very 
successful  in  raising  the  large  Italian  species  little  seen  in 
this  section  of  the  country.  It  was  his  one  ambition  to 
get  a  better  training  for  life  by  completing  his  education 
in  college.  He  accordingly  entered  Yale  in  1904,  and 
took  an  academic  course  of  studies,  and  soon  became 
very  popular,  not  only  with  liis  classmates,  but  with  all 
whom  he  came  m  contact.  On  August  5.  1906,  on  return- 
ing from  church  he  complained  of  feeling  ill,  and  on 
Monday  was  unable  to  leave  his  bed.  Drs.  Davis  and 
Cooper  pronounced  his  disease  typhoid  fever,  complica- 
ted in  its  later  stages  by  spinal  meningitis,  which  termin- 
ated his  life  on  August  11,  1906,  on  Great  Hill,  Conn., 
aged  23  years,  5  months,  3  days.  His  death  was  not 
only  a  great  shock  to  his  classmates  in  Yale,  but  to  all 
who  knew  him.  He  was  a  member  of  Trinity  Church, 
Seymour,  Conn.,  and  active  in  church  work,  being  a 
member  of  Trinity  Chapter  No.  465,  Brotherhood  of  St. 
Andrew. 

Like  many  of  the  Davis  family  he  was  a  great  lover  of 
books  and  eager  for  an  education.  He  was  literally  work- 
ing his  way  through  college.  His  sister  at  this  date  is 
teacher  of  the  Great  Hill  School. 
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BERNARD  MARCUS  DAMS. 

Bernard  Marcus  Davis,  son  of  Marcus  and  Sarah  M. 
(Greene)  Davis,  was  born  in  the  Town  of  Seymour, 
Conn.,  August  31,  1865.  After  attending  the  local  schools 
he  entered  Wesleyan  University,  Middletown,  Conn. ; 
graduating  from  there  in  1889,  soon  after  he  received  an 
appointment  as  Professor  of  Greek,  Latin  and  German 
in  "Chamberlain  Institute''  at  Randolph,  N.  Y. ;  on  the 
following  recommendation  of  William  N,  Rice,  who  was 
one  of  the  oldest  and  most  prominent  Professors  of  Wes- 
leyan University.

Middletown.  Conn.,  March  16,  1889. 

"Mr.  Bernard  M.  Davis  is  a  member  of  the  Senior 
Class  in  the  Classical  Course  in  this  Institution.  He 
is  a  faithful  and  exemplary  student,  taking  a  high  rank 
in  his  studies  and  maintaining  in  all  relations  the  charac- 
ter of  a  Christian  gentleman.  Learning  that  he  desires  to 
teach.  I  take  pleasure  in  commending  him  as  one  who 
is  well  adapted  for  usefulness  in  that  profession.  His 
scholarship  will  command  respect  in  the  recitation  room 
and  his  character  will  be  a  satutary  influence  to  his  pupils.

While  attending  to  his  duties  as  Professor,  he  studied 
Law,  graduated  and  was  admitted  to  the  Bar,  Mr.  James 
T,  Edwards,  who  was  President  of  Chamberlain  Insti- 
tute, was  elected  State  Senator  from  that  district  (the 
thirty-second)  in  1892,  which  took  him  away  much  of 
his  time,  so  that  for  about  one  year  and  a  half  Prof. 
Davis  was  virtually  acting  as  the  head  of  the  Institute. 
In  the  Presidential  election  of  1892  he  took  a  very  active 
part  in  the  interest  of  Tariff  Reform,  being  one  of  the 
most  prominent  and  forceful  speakers  in  Western  New 
York,  which  gained  for  him  the  most  profound  respect 
among  all  classes.  This  campaign,  together  with  his 
hard  work  as  professor  and  law  work  proved  too  much 
for  his  not  over  robust  health,  caused  a  break  down  in 
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the  following  spring.  The  cause  of  his  death  was  simply 
overtaxed  nerves.  He  was  taken  with  hemorrhage  of  the 
nose,  which  was  followed  through  the  stomach,  bowels 
and  kidneys,  then  lapsed  into  unconsciousness  and  sur- 
vived but  a  few  hours.  He  entered  the  Hospital  on 
Monday  morning  and  died  the  following  Saturday,  April 
15,  1893.  aged  27  years,  7  months,  14  days. 

His  friends  and  associates  in  Buffalo  and  Randolph, 
N.  Y.,  expressed  much  sorrow  over  his  death  in  the  fol- 
lowing language:  "All  who  knew  Bernard  admired  and 
respected  his  manly  characteristics  and  certain  it  is  that 
the  death  of  a  manly  young  man,  such  as  he  is  a  great 
loss  to  any  community."  Senator  James  T.  Edwards  of 
New  York,  President  of  Chamberlain  Institute  thus 
speaks  of  his  death:  "I  learned  with  profound  regret 
of  the  death  of  Prof.  Davis  and  was  greatly  surprised, 
as  I  had  not  heard  of  his  illness.  During  the  time  in 
which  we  were  associated  with  him,  he  proved  himself 
an  excellent  scholar  and  thorough  teacher,  he  had  a  mind 
of  unusual  clearness,  and  I  have  heard  that  he  was  mak- 
ing his  impression  as  a  most  promising  lawyer  in  Buf- 
falo." 

His  death  at  this  early  age  when  every  thing  pointed 
to  a  brilliant  career,  was  not  only  a  great  loss  to  his 
immediate  family,  but  to  the  family  at  large,  as  had  he 
lived  to  a  more  mature  age,  would  have  made  a  mark 
that  would  have  his  name  among  those  of  the  family 
who  stand  well  up  in  Professional  life. 
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SERGT.  HOMER  LINCOLN  COXHEAD. 

Homer  Lincoln  Cox  head,  son  of  John  F.  and  Delia 
Maria  (Davis)  Coxhead,  was  born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N. 
Y.,  April  21,  1864,  after  leaving  school  he  located  in 
Poughkeepsie,  N.  V.  On  October  1,  1885,  he  joined  the 
19th  Separate  Company,  N.  G.  S.  N.  Y.  of  his  native 
city  and  remained  in  it  until  it  was  disbanded  in  1897. 
On  November  26,  1896,  he  went  to  South  Dakota  to 
visit  his  brother,  and  while  there  the  Spanish  War  broke 
out  and  on  the  call  for  volunteers  he  enUsted  in  Co.  K, 
1st  Regiment,  South  Dakota  Vol.  Inf.,  and  was  mustered 
into  the  U.  S.  service  May  11,  1898,  at  Sioux  Falls,  S.  D. 
After  remaining  in  Camp  one  month  at  home  and  two 
months  in  San  Francisco,  Cal,  the  regiment  embarked 
on  July  29,  1898,  on  the  Steamer  "St.  Paul,"  for  Manila. 
P.  I.,  on  the  way  over  they  arrived  at  Honolulu,  H.  L, 
August  6,  where  they  went  into  camp  four  days,  arriving 
in  Manila  Harbor,  P.  I.,  September  1,  1898,  too  late  to 
take  part  in  the  Spanish  War,  as  on  August  13  (while  in 
mid  ocean)  Manila  surrendered  to  the  American  forces, 
after  landing,  the  Regiment  was  placed  on  garrison  duty 
at  Manila  City,  where  it  remained  from  September  8, 
1898  to  February  4,  1899.  The  first  week  on  the  Island 
of  Luzon,  being  at  Cavite  on  Manila  Bay.  On  February 
4,  1899,  the  hostilities  with  the  Phillipinos  began.  For  a 
few  months  the  regiment  were  on  the  war  path  after  a 
tribe  known  as  Tagalogs,  under  command  of  their  no- 
torious leader  Aguinaldo,  taking  by  degrees  a  march 
from  capital  as  far  as  San  Fernando.  The  last  months 
spent  on  the  Island  was  on  picket  duty  guarding  the 
outskirts  of  Manila,  during  which  time  the  rainy  season 
set  in.  The  Island  being  so  far  quieted  as  to  enable  the 
United  States  to  dispense  with  the  services  of  the  volun- 
teers, the  regiment  received  orders  for  home  and  on 
August  12.  1899,  embarked  at  Manila  on  the  steamer 
"Sheridan,"  arriving  in  San  Francisco  Harbor,  Cal., 
September  7,  1899,  landing  on  the  9th,  having  on  the  way 
home  stopped  at  two  ports  in  Japan  for  five  days.  On 
October  5,  1899,  the  Regiment  was  mustered  out  of  the 
U.  S.  service  in  San  Francisco,  Cal.  Homer  having 
served  with  credit  in  the  army  and  reached  the  rank  of 
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Sergeant,  and  having  been  away  from  home  three  years. 
He  started  for  home,  arriving  in  Poughkeepsie  Novem- 
ber 29,  1899.  After  resting  up  and  feehng  that  Uncle 
Sam  was  a  "good  fellow"  to  work  for,  he  applied  for  and 
obtained  a  position  as  letter  carrier  in  Poughkeepsie.  N. 
Y.  While  taking  his  position,  he  freely  admits  that  he 
has  to  do  fully  as  much  walking  if  not  more  than  in  the 
army,  and  the  mail  sack  is  often  larger  and  heavier 
than  the  knapsack  used  in  the  army. 

On  the  organization  of  Major  John  K.  Sagne  Camp, 
No.  44,  U.  S.  W.  v.,  of  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y.,  in  April. 
1905,  he  became  a  member  and  was  elected  its  chaplain, 
which  position  he  has  held  ever  since.  Like  the  Capt. 
Truman  Davis  branch  of  the  family,  the  branch  of  which 
Homer  is  a  member  (Anson  Davis)  has  kept  up  the 
military  record,  and  shows  the  following  up  to  him.  His 
father,  John  F.  Coxhead,  joined  the  Poughkeepsie 
Guards  in  1843,  later  he  joined  Co.  C,  21st  Regt.  N.  G. 
S.  N.  Y.,  and  became  a  Captain  under  date  of  October 
1,  1863.  His  business  compelling  his  retirement  from 
active  duty,  he  resigned,  again  in  18T3,  he  joined  Co.  D, 
of  the  same  regiment  as  a  private  and  was  appointed 
Sergeant  Major  of  the  Regiment  which  he  held  until  all 
but  two  of  the  Companies  were  disbanded.  About  1873 
Company  D,  became  the  19th  Separate  Company,  N.  G. 
S.  N.  Y.,  in  which  he  continued  as  private  until  its  dis- 
bandment  in  189T.  his  military  record  covering  a  period 
of  over  50  years. 

His  brother,  John  T,  Co.xhead,  was  also  a  member  of 
the  19th  Separate  Company  N.  G.  S.  N.  Y.,  until  he  went 
west  in  November,  1881.  when  he  was  discharged.  After 
locating  in  South  Dakota,  he  became  interested  in  what 
was  then  known  as  the  Dakota  National  Guard.  He  was 
Captain  of  Co.  C.  of  Yankton,  South  Dakota,  for  a  long 
time.  Later  he  became  Major  of  the  1st  Battallion.  N. 
G.  S.  D,,  which  position  he  held  at  the  outbreak  of  the 
Spanish  War  and  desired  verj'  much  to  go  to  the  front, 
but  the  Surgeons  decided  he  was  too  heav>^  a  man  to 
serve  in  the  Torrid  Zone,  and  therefore  Homer  had  to 
go  alone. 
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CAPT.  TRUMAN  DAVIS. 

Capt.  Truman  Davis,  son  of  Col.  John  and  Mehitable 
(Thomas)  Davis  was  born  in  Oxford,  Conn.,  March  13, 
1787,  was  married  three  times,  first,  to  Mary,  daughter 
of  Roger  and  Lydia  (Perkins)  Ailing,  of  Woodbridge, 
Conn.,  December  6,  1808,  who  died  February  13,  1832; 
second,  Statira  Ball  of  Bethany,  Conn.,  March  18,  1833, 
who  died  April  24,  1854 ;  third,  Mrs.  Sophia  Mallory  of 
Milford,  Conn.,  October  24,  1854,  who  died  in  1901. 
After  his  first  marriage  he  located  at  Guntown  in  Nauga- 
tuck,  Conn.,  where  he  remained  until  his  death.  May  19, 
1868.  He  was  a  carpenter  and  later  a  farmer.  On  his 
farm  he  raised  nine  of  his  ten  children,  all  of  whom  were 
by  his  first  wife.  He  always  took  an  active  part  in 
church  work  and  was  at  one  time  a  Vestryman ;  he  was 
also  an  active  member  of  the  Connecticut  Militia,  raising 
to  the  rank  of  Captain  of  the  Fifth  Co.,  22  Regiment. 
He  was  highly  respected  in  the  community  in  which 
he  lived  so  many  years  and  known,  an  upright  man 
whose  word  was  his  bond.  He  died  after  a  short  illness 
of  inflamation  of  the  bowels,  and  was  buried  in  the 
cemetery  on  the  Middlebury  road. 
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CAPT.  CLARK  DAVIS. 

Capt.  Clark  Davis,  son  of  Truman  and  Mary  (Ail- 
ing) Davis,  was  born  in  Guntown,  Naugatuck,  Conn., 
March  31,  1815,  and  married  Mary  Ann  Toffey,  of  New 
Rochelle,  N.  Y.,  January  23,  1842,  who  died  November 
9,  1880.  He  worked  at  the  carpenters  trade  under  his 
fathers  instructions  until  he  was  18  years  old,  when  he 
bound  himself  to  a  prominent  builder  in  New  Haven  to 
finish  his  trade,  while  there  he  worked  on  many  promi- 
nent buildings  among  them  Yale  College.  Soon  after 
finishing  his  trade  he  accompanied  his  employer  to  Morri- 
sania,  N.  Y.,  to  complete  a  large  mansion  there,  finishing 
the  job  about  the  time  of  the  great  fire  in  New  York,  in 
1835,  his  employer  dying  about  this  time,  he  remained 
here  with  other  workmen ;  was  employed  later  by  James 
Fitch  of  West  Farms.  N.  Y.,  work  becoming  slack  he  went 
to  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y.,  and  went  to  work  for  Sydenham 
Cross,  who,  at  the  time  was  about  commencing  two  large 
residences  in  New  Rochelle,  his  employer  dying  before 
the  first  one  was  completed,  he  took  charge  of  the  work, 
finishing  both  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  owners. 
The  next  year  he  took  command  of  the  Market  Sloop. 
"Ida,"  plying  between  New  Rochelle  and  New  York, 
which  command  he  retained  until  1844,  during  this  time 
be  married  Mary  Ann  Tofifey,  and  in  1844  was  induced 
to  remove  to  the  farm  of  his  wife's  uncle  in  the  Upper 
part  of  New  Rochelle ;  at  the  uncles  death  the  farm  came 
into  possession  of  himself  and  wife  where  he  remained 
until  about  1885,  when  he  leased  the  farm  and 
went  to  live  with  his  youngest  daughter.  He 
held  several  important  trusts  in  New  Ro- 
chelle, among  them  as  member  of  the  Commis- 
sion appointed  by  the  Legislature  to  build  a  new  Town 
Hall  in  New  Rochelle ;  was  several  years  Commissioner 
of  Highways,  and  twice  declined  the  nomination  for 
Supervisor  of  the  town.  He  was  an  ardent  supporter  of 
the  Free  School  system,  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of 
St.  John's  Parish,  Wilmot,  New  Rochelle,  and  was  either 
a  Vestryman  or  Warden  from  1860  to  1898.  He  was 
honored  and  respected  by  all  who  knew  him  for  his 
unswerving  honesty  and  integrity  whether  in  private  or 
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pubilc  life.  He  had  many  of  the  family  traits  of  his 
grand  father,  Col.  John  Davis.  He  retained  his  facilities 
until  his  death.  When  he  was  in  his  eightieth  year  he 
had  his  leg  broken,  but  recovered  to  such  an  extent  as  not 
to  require  even  the  use  of  a  cane.  He  died  at  the  resi- 
dence of  his  daughter  at  New  Rochelle,  after  only  one 
day  illness,  October  28,  1898,  in  his  eighty-  fourth  year 
and  was  buried  in  his  plot  in  Woodlawn  Cemetery,  N.  Y. 
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JOHN  DAVIS. 

John  Davis,  son  of  Capt,  Truman  Davis  of  Nauga- 
tuck,  Conn.,  and  grand  son  of  Col.  John  Davis  of  Oxford, 
Conn.,  was  born  in  Guntov^n,  Naugatuck,  Conn.,  October 
7,  1823.  He  learned  the  trade  of  carpenter  and  builder 
in  New  Haven,  Conn.,  with  John  Lindley  and  Treat  John- 
son. He  came  to  Humphreysville  (now  Seymour,  Conn.) 
in  1846  and  built  numerous  houses  there  and  in  adjoin- 
ing towns.  In  his  later  years  he  held  a  position  in  the 
Copper  Mill  and  only  gave  it  up  a  few  months  before 
his  death.  He  served  the  town  of  Seymour  as  selectman 
for  eight  years.  He  was  a  prominent  Odd  Fellow,  hav- 
ing joined  Ousatonic  Lodge,  of  Derby,  Conn.,  in  1846, 
and  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  and  a  charter  member 
of  Mechanic  Lodge  No.  73  of  Seymour,  Conn.,  on  May 
21,  1851,  of  which  he  was  Noble  Grand  one  year  and 
treasurer  nearly  thirty  years.  He  was  an  Odd  Fellow 
sixty  years.  He  was  also  a  member  of  Morning  Star 
Lodge,  No.  47,  F.  &  A.  M.,  for  over  thirty-six  years.  He 
married  Miss  Jennette  G.  Ailing,  October  13,  1847,  who 
died  October  22,  1900.  He  died  in  February,  1906,  leav- 
ing two  daughters.  In  October,  1897,  he  celebrated  his 
golden  wedding. 
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BURR  DAVIS. 

Burr  Davis,  son  of  Capt.  Truman  Davis  and  grand 
son  of  Col.  John  Davis,  was  born  in  Guntown,  Nauga- 
tuck,  Conn.,  January  7,  1828.  He  learned  the  Cutler's 
trade  and  became  foreman  and  superintendent  of  a  large 
cutlery  shop  near  Wallingford,  Conn.  During  the  panic 
of  185-i  and  while  sick  the  Company  failed  and  on  his 
recovery  found  himself  out  of  employment.  While  in 
the  employ  of  the  Company  he  finished  and  put  up  on 
exhibition  in  the  World's  Fair,  in  the  Crystal  Palace 
about  1853,  in  New  York  City  the  knife  with  365  blades, 
which  attracted  much  attention.  In  1855  he  removed  to 
New  Rochelle  where  he  soon  found  employment  with 
Hall  and  jMasterton's  Tuckahoe  Marble  Quary  in  the 
stone  boxing  Department ;  later  he  took  charge  of  the 
Badeau  farm  in  New  Rochelle ;  later  he  was  appointed  as 
foreman  in  the  Street  Paving  Department  in  New  York 
City,  where  he  remained  until  1861,  when  the  war  broke 
out,  which  practically  stopped  all  improvements  for  a 
time ;  he  then  returned  to  New  Rochelle  and  took  charge 
of  Burtis'  Saw  and  Feed  Mill.  In  February,  1864,  his 
brother,  Clark,  bought  out  the  business  of  the  late  Nicho- 
las Stephens'  Undertaker,  and  installed  him  in  charge  with 
his  nephew  as  assistant.  In  October,  1864,  he  left,  and 
giving  up  the  mill,  started  alone  in  the  undertaking  busi- 
ness at  Tuckahoe,  N.  Y.,  where  he  remained  about  three 
years,  when  he  removed  to  Mount  \'emon,  N.  Y.,  locat- 
ing on  Fourth  avenue  where  the  business  is  still  carried 
on  under  the  firm  name  of  Burr  Davis  and  Son,  three  of 
his  sons  being  the  present  firm.  Here  he,  with  his  eldest 
son,  soon  built  up  a  good  business  and  before  his  death 
had  the  largest  and  best  equipped  undertaking  and  livery 
establishment  in  Westchester  County.  He  was  ranked 
among  the  foremost  undertakers  in  New  York  State. 

He  married  March  31,  1850,  Miss  Mary  J.  Mallette  of 
Stepney,  Conn.,  and  had  seven  children,  four  of  whom 
are  living,  Franklin  T.,  Edward  M.  and  Frederick  A., 
being  the  present  members  of  the  firm,  and  William  B., 
who  is  a  Physician ;  his  only  daughter.  Nellie  B.,  died  in 
1898.  He  was  greatly  respected  by  all  classes  and  was  one 
of  the  most  prominent  men  in  Mount  Vernon,  N.  Y.    In 
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Burr  Davis. 


politics  he  was  a  democrat,  but  not  an  office  seeker  as  he 
once  declined  the  use  of  his  name  as  candidate  for  Mayor. 
He  was  a  trustee  of  the  Savings  Bank  of  Mount  Vernon ; 
a  member,  and  for  many  years  treasurer  of  Hiawatha 
Lodge,  No.  434,  F.  &  A.  M.;  Mount  Vernon  Chapter 
No.  228,  R.  A.  M.,  and  Bethlehem  Commandary,  No.  53, 
K.  T.,  and  for  several  years  a  member  of  Clinton  H,  &  L. 
Co.,  No.  1,  Mount  Vernon,  Fire  Department. 

He  died  mourned  by  all  who  knew  him  and  was  buried 
in  his  lot  in  Woodlawn  Cemetery,  N.  Y.  His  widow 
survives  him.

LIEUT.  HARRISON  TOMLINSON. 

Harrison  Tomlinson,  son  of  Truman  and  Nancy 
Perry  Tomlinson,  was  born  April  25,  1814,  at  Castleton, 
Vermont,  where  the  family  (formerly  from  Oxford), lived 
a  few  years,  returning  to  the  old  Tomlinson  homestead  on 
Rockhouse  Hill,  Oxford,  Conn.  He  came  to  Humphreys- 
ville,  (now  Seymour)  Conn.,  in  1839,  and  became  promi- 
nent in  business  and  was  identified  with  the  growing  in- 
dustries of  the  place.  He  was  a  merchant  doing  quite  a 
large  business  at  the  corner  of  Maple  and  Pearl  street, 
until  1852,  when  with  Henry  S.  Mygatt,  moved  near  the 
Railroad  station,  then  known  as  the  Eagle  Store.  He 
was  one  of  the  directors  of  the  Humphreysville  Copper 
Co.,  of  the  Bank  of  North  America,  and  of  the  Eagle 
Manufacturing  Co.,  and  one  of  the  incorporators  of  the 
Humphreysville  High  School  Association  in  which  he 
took  great  interest  was  also  for  many  years 
a  vestryman  in  Trinity  Church.  On  August 
24,  1840,  he  was  commissioned  Ensign  of  the 
7th  Company  of  the  2nd  Regiment,  Connecticut 
Militia  by  General  Rose.  He  bought  property  on  Maple 
street  and  in  1853  built  the  brick  house  which  was  occu- 
pied by  his  family  until  after  the  death  of  his  widow. 
His  house  and  that  built  by  Isaac  B.  Davis  were  exactly 
alike,  and  in  plain  sight  of  each  other.  He  married 
Emerett,  daughter  of  Capt.  Truman  Davis  of  Nauga- 
tuck.  He  died  November  28,  1855,  leaving  three  daugh- 
ters and  one  son. 
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ACTING  MASTER  ENOS  O.  ADAMS. 

Enos  O.  Adams,  son  of  Constant  Lockwood  and  Emily 
(Davis),  Adams  was  born  in  Naugatucic,  Conn.,  Septem- 
ber 10, 1833 ;  after  leaving  school,  being  of  an  adventurous 
nature  shipped  on  a  whaling  voyage,  returning  about  the 
breaking  of  the  Civil  War,  he  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Navy 
and  having  seen  sea  service  was  sent  west,  where  he  saw 
hard  service  on  the  Mississippi  River,  where  he  was 
wounded  in  the  leg  in  running  past  the  Port  Hudson 
forts ;  he  was  then  sent  east  and  saw  service  in  Mobile  Bay 
and  later  in  the  Blockading  service  and  rose  to  Ensign 
and  Acting  Master  under  Admirals  Porter  and  Farra- 
gut.  After  the  war  he  went  to  the  oil  regions  near  Titus- 
ville,  Pa.,  where  he  was  doing  well  in  pumping  oil,  hav- 
ing some  wells  of  his  own,  until  the  Company,  now  the 
Standard  Oil  was  formed,  when  he  was  finally  com- 
pelled to  close  out  his  business,  being  unable  to  compete 
with  them ;  he  then  returned  east  and  located  for  a 
while  in  Patterson,  N.  J.  His  health  failing  he  went 
to  his  sister's  place  at  Lake  Ellen,  Florida,  where  he 
died  December  25,  1904.  He  left  no  descendants,  his 
daughter  and  only  child  dying  without  children  a  few 
years  before  him. 
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LIEUT.  GEORGE  TOFFEY  DAVIS. 

George  Toffey  Davis,  son  of  Capt.  Clark  Davis,  grand 
son  of  Capt.  Truman  Davis  of  Naiigatuck,  Conn.,  and 
great  grand  son  of  Col  John  Davis  of  Oxford,  Conn., 
was  born  in  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y.,  December  12,  1843, 
nearly  all  his  education  was  obtained  in  the  District  and 
private  schools  of  his  native  town  in  winter  and  working 
on  the  farm  the  rest  of  the  year.  He  was  working  with 
his  father  on  the  new  house  when  the  Civil  War  broke 
out,  and  was  anxious  to  enlist  in  Duryea's  Zouaves,  but 
his  mother  would  not  consent,  and  as  he  could  not  be  taken 
under  18  years  of  age  without  his  parents  consent,  was 
compelled  to  stay  at  home,  but  in  1862,  as  several  of  the 
young  men  in  the  neighborhood  had  either  gone  or  were 
going,  he  obtained  his  parents'  consent;  on  May  17,  1862, 
he  enlisted  for  three  months  in  Co.  A,  22nd  Regiment  N.G. 
S.  N.  Y.,  and  were  sent  to  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  later  to 
Harper's  Ferry,  Va.,  here  he  did  service  on  the  picket 
line  and  guarding  trains,  where  he  served  his  time.  The 
regiment  was  about  to  be  sent  home,  when  reports  came 
that  "Stonewall"  Jackson  was  coming  up  the  valley  with 
a  large  force,  the  regiment  was  asked  to  enlist  for  ten 
days  longer,  which  would  give  an  opportunity  to  reinforce 
the  place.  His  regiment  being  sent  to  reinforce  another 
post  near  Baltimore,  he  escaped  capture  at  Harper's 
Ferry,  as  well  as  the  terrible  slaughter  of  South  Moun- 
tain and  Antietam.  On  his  return  home  he  resumed  work 
on  the  farm,  but  on  June  18,  1863,  he  again  enlisted  for 
100  days  in  the  same  company  and  regiment,  and  was 
sent  to  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  to  assist  in  heading  off  Gen.  Lee, 
who,  with  his  army  was  overrunning  southern  Pennsyl- 
vania. His  regiment  was  attached  to  the  division  of  Gen. 
W.  T.  (Baldy)  Smith  and  took  part  in  the  engagement 
at  Hampton  or  Sporting  Hill,  Pa.,  and  drove  back  the 
advance  guard  of  Lee's  Army,  and  also  was  in  the  de- 
fence of  Carlisle,  Pa.,  during  its  bombardment,  was  with 
the  Division  on  the  reserve  at  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  and  was 
in  the  chase  after  Lee  on  his  retreat  from  Gettysbury. 
His  regiment  was  one  of  the  many  sent  to  support 
Pleasanton's  Cavalry  at  Hagerstown,  Md.  His  regiment 
was  one  of  those  selected  to  go  to  New  York  to  put 
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down  the  Great  Draft  Riots  there,  where  he  remained 
until  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service.  After  being 
mustered  out  he  returned  to  the  farm.  His  father  having 
bought  out  the  undertaking  business  of  the  late  Nicholas 
Stephens,  placed  him  and  his  Uncle  Burr  in  charge,  his 
uncle  leaving  at  the  end  of  nine  months  to  go  into  busi- 
ness at  Tuckahoe,  N.  Y.  He  continued  with  his  father 
in  the  business,  in  connection  with  the  farm  until  April 
1871,  when  he  bought  his  father  out  and  moved  to  New 
Rochelle  Village,  and  gave  his  entire  time  to  it,  and  soon 
built  up  a  business  second  to  none  in  Westchester  County, 
and  ranked  among  the  leading  undertakers  in  the  State  of 
New  York.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  in  1880,  of  the 
New  York  State  Undertakers  Association  and  was  at  one 
time  one  of  its  Vice-presidents.  In  1907,  he  incorporated 
his  business  and  took  his  two  sons  in  with  him ;  the  eldest 
having  been  with  him  since  he  left  school.  He  also  has 
a  livery  stable  in  connection  with  his  undertaking.  Both 
he  and  his  cousins  in  Mount  Vernon  have  fine  morgues 
and  Funeral  Chapels  in  their  establishments,  being  the 
only  ones  at  present  in  Westchester  County. 

He  married  August  11,  1869.  Miss  Henrietta  Palmer, 
niece  of  Col.  Abraham  Hall  of  Mamaroneck,  N.  Y.,  and 
daughter  of  John  and  Esther  H.  Palmer  of  New  Ro- 
chelle and  has  two  sons  and  a  daughter  living.  He  has 
always  been  an  ardent  advocate  of  the  uniformed  militia. 
After  his  return  from  the  war  the  last  time  he  joined  Co. 
G.  17th  Regiment.  N.  G.  S.  N.  Y. ;  on  the  disbandment 
of  that  organization,  he  assisted  in  organizing  Co.  D,  3rd 
Regiment,  and  soon  rose  to  the  rank  of  2nd  Lieutenant, 
but  resigned  on  account  of  having  moved  away  to  far 
to  attend  drills ;  he  later  joined  Co.  F,  of  same  regiment 
and  later  Eagle  Troop  of  Cavalry,  in  which  he  remained 
about  6  years  and  was  discharged  as  2nd  Sergeant.  This 
whole  term  of  military  service  amounts  to  over  twenty 
years,  and  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  Old  Guard  of 
New  York  City.  He  is  also  a  prominent  member  of  the 
New  Rochelle  Fire  Department,  having  served  twenty 
years  in  Enterprise  H,  &  L.  Co.  No.  1,  being  5  years  its 
Foreman;  was  Chief  of  Department  1  year,  and  served 
18  years  in  Huguenot  Engine  Co.  No.  1.,  and  its  Fore- 
man 6  years. 
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He  is  also  a  member  of  the  following  societies,  viz: 
Huguenot  Lodge,  No.  46,  F.  &  A,  M.,  and  held  almost 
every  office  except  Master,  was  seven  years  its  treasurer; 
Huguenot  Council,  No.  397,  R.  A.,  and  for  twenty-seven 
years  its  secretary ;  Ivanhoe  Encampment,  No.  30,  K.  of 
St.  J.  &  M. ;  Founder  and  1st  President  of  New  Rochelle 
Firemen's  Benevolent  Association ;  Flandreau  Post  509, 
G.  A.  R.,  and  its  Quarter  ]\Iaster  for  18  years  and  now 
its  commander,  and  held  the  Honorary  Rank  of  Col., 
being  at  one  time  on  the  Staff  of  the  Nat.  Com.  in  Chief ; 
Court  Robin  Hood,  8058,  A.  O.  F.  of  A. ;  Court  Ivanhoe, 
109,  F.  of  A.;  Siwanoy  Tribe,  No.  335,  I.  O.  R.  M.; 
Echo  Council,  No.  55,  L.  A.  He  is  also  Trustee  of  the 
People's  Bank  for  Savings ;  a  member  of  the  New  Ro- 
chelle Co-operative  B.  &  L.  Association  and  for  8  years 
its  treasurer;  was  one  of  the  original  stockholders  of  the 
New  Rochelle  Water  Co.,  and  the  organizer  of  the  Board 
of  Health  and  its  first  Secretary  and  Registrar,  which 
office  he  held  six  years.  In  politics  he  is  a  Republican 
and  as  such  was  Town  Clerk,  1  year;  Village  Clerk,  5 
years ;  Town  Auditor,  1  year ;  Excise  Commissioner,  1 
year ;  \'illage  Trustee,  2  years,  while  in  this  position  he 
succeeded  in  installing  the  Gamewell  Automatic  Fire 
Alarm  system  and  was  its  Superintendent  for  five  years. 
In  1881  he  ran  for  member  of  the  New  York  Legislature 
but  was  defeated.  He  takes  great  delight  in  his  books 
and  is  somewhat  of  a  Geneologist,  being  the  compiler  of 
this  work,  the  expense  of  which  he  has  borne  entirely 
himself.  For  the  past  year  he  has  been  somewhat  of  an 
invalid  although  he  is  gaining  every  day.  He  is  himself 
a  graduate  of  the  Cincinnatti  Embalming  College,  his  son 
George  of  the  United  States  College  and  his  son  Harry 
of  the  Renouard  College. 
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MARY  TOMLINSON. 

MARY  ToMLiNsoN,  eldest  child  of  Emerett  (Davis) 
and  Harrison  Tomlinson,  grand  daugliter  of  Capt.  Tru- 
man Davis  and  great  grand  daughter  of  Col.  John  Davis 
of  Oxford,  Conn.,  was  born  in  Derby,  now  Seymour, 
Conn.,  May  19,  1842 ;  she  became  a  pupil  of  the 
Humphreysville  Academy  in  her  native  town  very  young. 
"A  little  book  of  poems  received  as  a  spelling  prize,  has 
been  treasured  these  long  years,  until  her  death.  On  a 
fly  leaf  is  written  in  the  Masters  hand."  From  G.  B.  Glen- 
denning,  A.  M.,  to  Miss  Mary  Tomlinson  as  premium  for 
being  head  of  the  2nd  Spelling  Class  in  Humphreysville 
Academy  during  the  quarter  ending  January  16,  1851.  In 
May  1855,  when  only  thirteen,  she  entered  the  Connecti- 
cut Literary  Institute  at  Suffield,  Conn.,  where  she  re- 
mained, but  not  continuously,  until  1857,  her  attendance 
being  interupted  by  the  death  of  her  father.  In  1858  she 
became  a  pupil  at  the  private  preparatory  school  of 
Sieker,  Wickham  and  Eiswald  at  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y., 
where  she  made  her  home  with  her  uncle  Clark  Davis; 
about  1860  she  became  Governess  in  the  family  of  the 
late  William  D.  Berrian  at  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y.,  where 
she  remained  several  years,  when  she  returned  to  Con- 
necticut and  for  a  short  time  taught  in  her  native  town. 
On  account  of  ill  health,  she  went  to  Minnesota  to  visit 
friends  and  recuperate,  and  where  later  she  became  a 
successful  teacher.  Returning  East  she  entered  Windsor 
Locks,  Conn.,  High  School  as  Assistant  Principal,  and 
gave  continuous  and  faithful  service  for  nearly  twenty- 
five  years,  in  fact  until  long  service  and  ill  health  com- 
pelled her  to  take  a  well  deserved  rest.  The  last  two  or 
three  years  of  her  life  was  spent  as  a  companion  with  her 
aunt  Mrs.  Burr  Davis  of  Mount  Vernon,  N.  Y.,  her 
health  (never  robust)  again  failing  she  went  to  spend 
her  last  days  with  her  sister,  Mrs.  Harriet  T.  Chatfield  at 
Waterbury,  Conn.,  where  she  died  April  18,  1906,  aged 
63  years,  10  months,  29  days;  beloved  by  all  who  knew 
her. 

It  was  said  of  her  "She  was  an  ideal  teacher,  quite  re- 
served yet  firm  and  with  a  remarkable  power  to  bring 
out  the  best  in  each  pupil  and  inspire  them  to  do  their 
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best."  Her  scholars  loved  her  and  she  in  return  loved 
them.  Outside  the  school  room  she  was  an  honored  and 
welcome  guest  in  any  home  where  she  was  known..  Her 
record  is  one  to  be  proud  of.  A  whole  life  spent  in 
moulding  the  characters  of  a  coming  generation. 

On  the  organization  of  the  Davis  reunions  Mary 
Tomlinson  was  one  of  the  first  to  approve  of  it  and  was 
its  first  Scribe  or  Secretary  and  always  attending  them 
when  she  could. 

Alary 's  early  life  was  clouded  by  two  great  sorrows; 
the  first  one  came  when  she  was  only  13  years  old,  by 
the  death  of  her  beloved  father  in  1855 ;  the  second  when 
she  was  22  by  the  death  of  Lieut.  Alfred  P.  Carpenter  of 
Yellow  Fever,  at  Key  West,  Fla.,  in  1864,  to  whom  she 
was  engaged  to  be  married.  These  two  afflictions  com- 
ing as  they  did  no  doubt  better  fitted  her  for  her  chosen 
profession,  making  her  ready  and  willing  at  all  times  to 
sympathize  with  those  under  her  charge  in  their  youth- 
ful troubles.

CAPT.    FRANKLIN   TRUMAN   DAVIS. 

Franklin  Truman  Davis,  was  born  in  Trumbull, 
Conn.,  February  5,  1852,  being  the  eldest  son  of  Burr  and 
Mary  J.  (Mallette)  Davis.  While  very  young  his  father 
removed,  first  to  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y.,  then  to  Tuckahoe, 
N.  Y.,  and  later  to  ]\lount  X^ernon,  N.  Y.,  where  he  now 
resides.  It  was  here  his  father  laid  the  foundation  of 
tlie  business  of  which  he  now  is  the  head.  As  soon  as 
his  school  days  were  over  he  entered  his  fathers  office 
and  as  soon  as  he  was  twenty-one  became  a  member  of 
the  firm  under  the  name  of  Burr  Davis  &  Son,  Under- 
takers and  Liverymen.  During  his  leisure  hours  he 
studied  electricity,  and  is  was  through  his  efforts  that  the 
Telephone  was  installed  in  Mount  Vernon.  In  the  days 
of  the  bicycle,  he  was  an  enthusiastic  rider  and  is  at 
present  somewhat  of  an  autoist.  He  has  always  taken 
great  interest  in  military  matters,  being  at  one  time  Capt. 
of  Co.  C,  3rd  Regiment,  N.  G.  S.  N,  Y.,  and  later  of  Co, 
C,  27th  Regiment,  N.  G.  S.  N.  Y.,  on  the  organization  of 
Eagle  Troop,  E,  Cavalry,  N.  G.  S.  N.  Y.,  he  was  one  of 
the  first  to  sign  the  roll,  and  was  made  1st  Sergeant,  and 
remained  with  it  five  years  until  it  was  changed  to  an 
Infantry  Co.,  by  Gov  Cornell. 

A  few  years  ago  he  was  appointed  Inspector  of  Rifle 
practice  in  the  10th  Regiment,  N.  G.  S.  N.  Y.,  with  the 
rank  of  Captain,  a  position  he  still  holds.  While  very 
many  of  the  Davis  family  are  members  of  the  Masonic 
fratumity,  none  have  stood  higher  in  Masonic  circles 
than  he,  being  Past  Master  of  Hiawatha  Lodge,  No.  434, 
F.  &  A.  M. ;  Past  Dist.  Deputy,  12th  Masonic  District; 
Honorary  JNIember  Radium  Lodge,  No.  844,  F.  &  A.  M. ; 
Past  Masters  Association,  12th  Masonic  District,  New 
York  Masonic  Veterans ;  Yonkers  Masonic  Veterans ; 
Past  High  Priest.  Mount  Vernon  Chapter,  No.  228,  R.  A. 
M.;  Honorary  Member  Armour  Chapter,  No.  292,  R. 
A.  M. ;  Past  Grand  Representative  of  Grand  Chapter  of 
Connecticut;  Fraternal  Union  of  Anointed  High  Priests, 
P.  T.  I.  M. ;  Phoenix  Council  No.  70,  R.  S.  M. ;  Grand 
Representative  of  Grand  Council  of  Missouri ;  Past  Com- 
mander Bethlehem  Commandery,  No.  53.  K.  T. ;  Past 
Grand  Representative  of  Grand  Commandery  of  Texas ; 
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Templar  Knights  Commander  Association;  Past  Com- 
mander Association,  Mecca  Temple,  A,  A.  O.  N.  M.  S. ; 
Azim  Grotto,  No.  7 ;  Veiled  Prophets ;  Past  Patron 
Minnehaha  Chapter,  227,  O.  E.  S.,  is  also  member  of 
Mount  Vernon  Lodge,  No.  842,  B.  P.  O.  E.  Elks,  and 
was  a  member  of  Golden  Rod  Council,  No.  1316,  Royal 
Arcanum. 

After  his  fathers  death  the  business  was  incorporated 
under  the  old  name,  which  included  two  of  his  brothers, 
Edward  M.  and  Frederick  A.,  and  was  made  head  of  the 
firm  which  is  now  one  of  the  largest  in  the  County,  and 
the  livery  branch  being  one  of,  if  not,  the  largest  in  the 
County  of  Westchester.  Frank  is  very  popular,  but  is 
in  no  sense  a  politician,  having  never  sought  a  political 
office,  preferring  to  give  his  whole  attention  to  business, 
devoting  his  leisure  hours  to  his  military  and  fraternal 
associations. 
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CAPT.  WELLS  ALLIS. 

Wells  Allis,  son  of  Wells  and  Harriet  Bell  Allis,  was 
born  in  Darien,  Conn.,  December  29,  1837;  when  the 
Civil  War  broke  out,  it  found  him  an  officer  in  Company 
F,,  Third  Conn.,  Regiment,  residing  in  Stamford,  Conn. 
He  enlisted  under  the  first  call  for  troops  as  First  Lieut, 
in  Co.  F,  3rd  Connecticut,  and  went  with  it  to  the  front 
for  three  months  and  was  mustered  out  at  the  end  of  his 
term.  During  this  term  of  service  he  took  part  in  the 
memorable  First  Battle  of  Bull  Run,  Va.,  in  which  battle 
the  Captain  was  killed ;  at  the  close  of  the  battle  he  had 
the  honor  of  leading  his  Company  off  the  field  in  good 
order  with  all  their  arms,  although  the  retreat  was  a 
disastrous  one  to  the  Union  side.  After  his  return  from 
this  service,  he  again  enlisted,  this  time  a  Captain  of 
Co.  C,  95th  Regiment,  Ohio,  Vol.  Inf.  At  the  siege  of 
Vicksburg  he  was  wounded  and  taken  prisoner,  which 
forced  his  absence  from  his  company  about  one  year. 

On  his  discharge  from  the  army  he  returned  to  Stam- 
ford, Conn.,  where  he  located  as  mason  and  builder  and 
became  one  of  its  highly  respected  citizens. 

On  October  13,  1869,  he  married  Lucy,  daughter  of 
Lydia  P.  (Davis)  and  John  R.  Tomlinson  by  whom  he 
had  two  daughters  and  one  son.  He  died  at  Newtown, 
Conn.,  March  9,  1877,  aged  39  years,  2  months,  10  days. 
His  son  became  a  member  of  Battery  C,  1st  Conn.  Art., 
and  enlisted  in  the  Spanish  War,  but  his  regiment  did  not 
get  to  the  front.  His  daughters  reside  in  Wallingford, 
Conn. 
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FRANKLIN  WELLS  ALLIS. 

Franklin  Wells  Allis,  son  of  Lucy  (Tomlinson) 
and  Capt.  Wells  AUis,  was  born  in  Stamford,  Conn.,  No- 
vember 25,  1874.  After  leaving  his  home  schools,  he 
entered  the  Yale  Scientific  School,  graduating  in  1896, 
while  in  Yale  he  took  a  very  active  part  in  athletics.  He 
represented  Yale  in  the  intercollegiate  track  and  field 
championship  of  1896,  and  won  the  pole  vault,  and  later 
as  a  member  of  the  N.  Y.  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  he  won  the  Metro- 
politan A.  A.  U.  championship  at  pole  vaulting,  his  win- 
ning height  being  11  feet  7  inches.  "The  best  record  in 
pole  vaulting  was  made  on  June  12,  1908,  being  12  feet, 
93^  inches. 

After  graduating  he  went  to  New  York,  entering  the 
employ  of  the  New  York  Telephone  Company  and  was 
soon  promoted  to  be  manager  of  the  Columbus  Avenue 
Telephone  Exchange  in  New  York  City;  while  here  he 
was  taken  sick  with  Pneumonia  and  was  removed  to  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  in  New  York  City,  where  he  died 
October  23,  1903,  aged  28  years,  10  months.  33  days. 
Thus  closing  a  bright  future. 
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ISAAC  B.  DAVIS. 

Isaac  B.  Davis,  was  born  in  the  Town  of  Oxford, 
Conn.,  April  15,  1817,  was  son  of  John  and  Laura  Davis 
ar/d  grandson  of  Col.  John  Davis,  In  his  early  years  he 
was  a  mechanic,  later  he  was  engaged  in  business  in  Sey- 
mour until  1854,  when  he  went  west,  being  connected 
with  the  Syracuse  Coal  and  Salt  Co.  of  Syracuse,  Ohio. 
He  was  identified  with  William  A.  Healy  in  steamboat 
building  in  Cincinnati,  O.,  the  two  managers  amassing  a 
competence.  In  1868  he  returned  east  and  located  in 
Hartford,  Conn.  In  1872  he  started  here  in  the  iron  busi- 
ness under  the  firm  name  of  I.  B.  Davis  &  Son.  In  1890 
he  retired  leaving  the  management  to  his  only  son,  John 
O.  Davis. 

He  was  twice  married,  his  first  wife  being  Maria  A. 
Tucker  of  Seymour,  who  died  in  1866 ;  his  present  wife, 
to  whom  he  was  married  May  1,  1872,  was  Mrs.  Joseph- 
ine H,  Kenyon;  he  had  no  children  by  his  second  mar- 
riage; one  of  his  daughters,  Lillian,  died  several  years 
ago,  the  eldest,  Mary,  resides  with  her  brother  at  Hart- 
ford, Conn. 

He  was  a  member  and  for  years  a  Vestryman  of 
Christ  Church,  Hartford,  Conn.;  he  was  an  ardent  tem- 
perance advocate,  and  also  a  Mason,  being  a  member  of 
Morning  Star  Lodge,  No.  47,  of  Seymour,  which  met  at 
one  time  in  the  building  known  as  the  Davis  Block,  then 
owned  by  him.  In  politics  he  was  a  Republican ;  he  was 
for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Hartford  Board  of 
Health,  and  was  held  in  high  esteem  and  honor  in  Hart- 
ford, and  his  carreer  there  was  conspicuously  upright 
and  honorable.  Like  many  of  his  ancestors  he  lived  to 
pass  the  alotted  three  score  and  ten,  and  died  respected 
in  the  community  in  which  he  lived.  He  died  at  his  resi- 
dence on  Farmington  avenue,  corner  Laurel  street,  Hart- 
ford, Conn.,  April  9,  1895,  just  6  days  before  reaching  his 
78  birthday. 
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HON.  WILLIAM  OTIS  DAVIS. 

William  Otis  Davis,  son  of  William  Hart  and 
Frances  (Mallette)  Davis,  was  born  in  Oxford,  Conn., 
October  22,  1857,  after  leaving  scbool  he  went  to  work 
on  his  fathers  farm  on  Chestnut  Tree  Hill,  Oxford, 
Conn.  On  March  26.  1879,  he  married  Hattie  A.  Ben- 
ham  of  Oxford,  Conn.,  and  remained  on  his  fathers 
farm,  taking  full  charge.  After  his  fathers  death  he  con- 
tinued the  farm  about  one  year,  when  on  account  of 
poor  health  he  sold  out  and  removed  to  Seymour,  Conn,, 
and  opened  a  livery,  trucking  and  sale  stable,  for  which 
he  was  well  fitted  on  account  of  his  previous  experience 
with  horses  on  the  farm.  On  account  of  the  lighter  work 
than  that  of  the  farm  and  the  continued  outdoor  exer- 
cise has  greatly  improved  his  health.  Mr.  Davis  has  re- 
presented his  native  town  in  the  Legislature  and  in  1901 
or  1902  was  the  delegate  to  the  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion from  Oxford,  Conn.  He  resides  in  a  pretty  cottage 
just  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Village  of  Seymour,  Conn., 
and  is  highly  respected  by  all  who  know  him.  He  has 
a  daughter,  who  is  a  widow  with  one  child. 
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CHARITY   DAVIS    PRUDDEN. 

Charity  (Davis)  Prudden,  was  born  in  Oxford, 
Conn.,  February  8,  1794,  and  was  the  fourth  daughter  of 
Col.  John  Davis  of  Oxford,  Conn.  She  was  married 
October  20,  1814  (in  her  21st  year)  to  Peter  Prudden  of 
Milford.  Conn.  After  her  marriage  she  settled  with  her 
husband  on  a  farm  in  the  Town  of  Orange,  about  7  miles 
west  of  New  Haven,  Conn,,  where  she  lived  about  20 
years,  and  where  all  her  children  were  born. 

In  the  year  1835  she  and  her  husband  sold  out  and 
removed  to  Lockport,  N.  Y..  a  village  on  the  line  of  the 
Erie  Canal,  which  was  then  considered  "Out  West",  they 
were  one  week  making  the  journey  from  Albany,  N.  Y., 
by  the  "rapid  transit  of  the  Erie  Canal ;"  remaining  there 
until  her  death  which  occurred  March  17,  1872,  in  her 
79th  year.  She  was  the  mother  of  8  children,  one  of 
whom  was  a  Clergyman  of  considerable  note. 

She  was  a  woman  of  strong  will  power,  but  controlled 
by  firm  Christian  principles  of  the  Puritan  stamp.  Her 
will  was  law  in  the  family,  hers  was  the  governing  and 
ruling  power.  She  and  her  husband  went  actively  into 
the  first  Temperance  movement,  and  instilled  strong 
temperance  principles  in  her  children,  not  one  of  whom 
ever  used  any  intoxicating  liquor  or  tobacco  in  any  form, 
nor  was  one  of  them  ever  heard  to  utter  a  profane 
oath  under  any  circumstances  or  provocation.  She  was 
also  an  enthusiastic  laborer  in  the  Missionary  cause  . 

Of  her  eight  children  all  were  sons,  except  one,  and 
three  of  them  died  before  her.  Her  husband  survived  her 
three  years.

REV.  GEORGE  PETER  PRUDDEN. 

George  Peter  Prudden,  was  born  in  Orange, 
Conn.,  February  13,  1816.  His  father,  Peter  Prudden, 
was  of  the  seventh  generation  from  the  Rev.  Peter  Prud- 
den as  co-temporary  of  the  Rev.  John  Davenport  in  the 
New  Haven  Colony,  who  settled  in  Milford,  Conn.  His 
mother  was  Charity,  daughter  of  Col.  John  Davis  of 
Oxford,  Conn.,  a  woman  or  rare  ability. 

Prudden  was  fitted  for  College  by  Rev.  Horatio  Par- 
sons of  Orange,  and  at  the  Derby  Academy.  His  age  at 
graduation  was  nineteen  years,  and  he  always  regretted 
that  his  extreme  youth  prevented  his  securing  the  best  re- 
sults from  his  college  life. 

For  some  months  after  his  graduation,  he  taught  school 
and  at  the  same  time  read  law  in  Lockport,  N.  Y.,  after 
which  he  prosecuted  the  study  of  theolog>',  first  for  a 
short  time  in  Oberlin,  Ohio,  and  then,  for  two  years,  in 
the  Yale  Theological  Seminary. 

He  was  first  called  to  a  pastorate  by  the  first  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Medina.  N.  Y.,  and  was  ordained  there 
on  the  25th  of  the  following  September,  being  then  only 
twenty-three  years  of  age.  But  it  is  on  record  that  "his 
ministry  was  one  of  the  most  blessed,  spiritually,  in  the 
history  of  this  church.  The  Church  was  also  built  up 
financially.  He  was  a  hard  worker  and  a  man  of  fine 
pulpit  abiHties." 

He  married  November  i,  1839,  Miss  Eliza'  A.  Johnson 
of  Southbury,  Conn.  Their  children  are  Edward  Pay- 
son,  who  was  born  June  8,  1811,  and  died  April  11,  1843 ; 
Henry  Johnson,  who  was  born  March  16,  1813,  and  was 
in  business  in  New  Haven  in  the  firm  of  Bowditch  and 
Prudden ;  Theodore  Philander,  who  was  born  March  14, 
1847,  and  graduated  at  Yale  College  as  B.  A.  in  1869,  and 
as  B.  D.  in  1873 ;  Theophile  Mitchell,  who  was  born  July 
6,  1849,  and  graduated  from  the  Yale  Scientific  School  in 
1878,  and  Lillian  E.,  who  was  born  December  3,  1853,  and 
graduated  at  Vassar  College  in  1875. 

Prudden  labored  in  the  Ministry  in  Medina,  N.  Y.,  and 
in  Middlebury,  Southbury  and  Watertown,  Conn.,  suc- 
cessively, about  five  years  in  each  place.    He  also  supplied 
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the  pulpit  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time  in  Dryden,  N.  Y., 
and  in  Monroe  and  Woodbury,  Conn. 

He  was  always  an  acceptable  preacher.  His  style  was 
direct  and  argumentive  and  without  repetition,  and  forci- 
ble by  reason  of  its  logical  clearness.  As  a  pastor  he  was 
greatly  esteemed. 

But  an  oppressive  Asthma,  was  the  bane  of  his  life, 
often  depriving  him  of  suitable  rest  and  sleep  for  weeks 
continuously.  This  with  his  studious  habits  and  his 
ardent  devotion  to  the  other  duties  of  his  profession  so  far 
impaired  his  health  as  to  limit  the  usefulness  of  his  later 
years,  and  ultimately  to  prevent  his  engaging  in  pastoral 
duties.    He  died  of  disease  of  the  heart  August  20,  1872. 
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HENRY  PRUDDEN. 

Henry  Prudden,  son  of  Charity  (Davis)  and  Peter 
Prudden  was  born  in  Orange,  New  Haven  County,  Conn., 
November  29,  1821,  and  removed  with  his  father  to 
Lockport,  N.  Y.,  1835.  In  Ridgeway,  N.  Y.,  on  Septem- 
ber 12,  1844,  he  married  Aliss  Sarah  AmeHa  Hulburd, 
who  was  a  native  of  Orange,  Vt. ;  he  first  located  at  Lock- 
port,  N.  Y.,  in  1835,  and  became  a  farmer  and  also  a 
photographer ;  in  1870,  he  removed  to  Medina,  N.  Y.,  and 
about  1880,  retired  from  active  work.  He  was  a  promi- 
nent member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  from  the 
tone  of  his  letters  was  a  very  deeply  religious  man;  he 
was  also  a  very  strong  temperance  man,  so  strong  that  he 
became  in  politics  a  member  of  the  Prohibition  Party. 
He  died  in  Medina,  N.  Y.,  January  13,  1903,  aged  81 
years,  1  month,  14  days.  His  wife  survived  him  four 
years. 
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GILES  PRUDDEN. 

Giles  Prudden,  son  of  Charity  (Davis)  and  Peter 
Prudden,  was  born  in  Orange,  New  Haven  County, 
Conn.,  October  26,  1823,  and  removed  with  parents  to 
Lockport,  N.  Y.,  in  May  1835 ;  on  January  31,  1849,  he 
married  Susan  L.  Scovell  of  Darien,  N.  Y.,  and  located 
in  Millville,  N.  Y.  He  always  took  a  great  interest  in  the 
family  records  of  his  father  and  mother,  and  felt  proud 
of  both  as  the  following  extract  from  a  letter  written  to 
the  author  in  1885,  in  answer  to  an  invitation  to  attend 
one  of  the  Davis  reunions. 

"I  trust  these  re-unions  may  never  die  out,  nor  loose 
any  of  their  interest.  But  on  the  contrary  each  succeed- 
ing one  may  be  larger  in  attendance,  and  may  exceed  in 
interest  and  pleasure,  so  that  the  participants  may  enjoy 
much  by  way  of  anticipation  from  the  end  of  the  ad- 
journment of  one  until  the  convening  of  the  next.  And 
may  the  Davis  Family  Tree,  so  honored  in  the  beginning, 
so  prolific  in  its  branches,  so  fruitful  in  its  enterprise, 
may  none  of  its  branches  or  members  of  them  ever  do 
anything  which  will  cause  the  least  shade  of  reproach  up 
the  parent  tree.  But  may  it  grow  and  flourish  until  its 
goodly  branches  may  extend  from  Maine  to  Florida,  and 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  Ocean,  not  omitting 
those,  who  not  only  bearing  the  name  of  Davis  still  are 
branches  of  the  old  tree." 

Little  did  he  think  at  that  time  that  within  twenty- 
five  years  these  branches  would  extend  from  Massau- 
chusetts  to  Florida,  and  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific, 
which  is  the  case  at  this  date.  He  almost  lived  to  see  it 
as  he  died  in  Millville,  N.  Y.,  November  10,  1900,  aged 
77  years,  14  days.    His  widow  is  still  living. 
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MAJOR  GEORGE  PRUDDEN  HART. 

George  Prudden  Hart,  son  of  Nancy  (Prudden)  and 
Seth  Chapin  Hart,  was  born  in  Lockport,  N.  Y.,  April 
15,  1840.  After  graduating  from  the  Lockport  High 
School,  he  entered  Hamilton  College,  where  he  was  at 
the  time  the  Civil  War  broke  out.  He  was  then  in  his 
senior  year,  and  with  most  of  his  class  left  college  to  en- 
ter the  army.  He  was  enrolled  August  10,  1861,  at  Lock- 
port,  N.  Y.,  and  was  mustered  in  as  1st  Lieutenant  of 
Battery  B,  1st  N.  Y.  Vol.,  Light  Artillery,  September 
13,  1861,  and  discharged  September  6,  1863,  leaving  the 
service  with  the  rank  of  Major.  He  would  no  doubt  have 
risen  to  a  higher  grade,  but  was  compelled  to  retire  on 
account  of  ill  health.  His  Battery  served  principally  in 
the  army  of  the  Potomac  and  was  in  the  following  en- 
gagements. Siege  of  Yorktown,  April  5  to  May  4,  1863 ; 
Williamsburg,  May  5,  1863 ;  seven  days,  including  Mal- 
vern Hill,  June  35  to  July  3,  1863,  and  many  smaller 
ones.  At  the  time  of  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  he  was 
stationed  in  W^ashington,  being  unable  to  do  field  service 
on  account  of  a  severe  injury  to  his  back  and  the  effects 
of  the  terrible  swamp  fever,  from  which  he  never  fully 
recovered.  He  was  twice  married,  first  to  Miss  Helen 
Powers  of  New  York  City,  and  second,  Miss  Emma  B. 
Bulkley,  and  had  two  children.  He  died  in  New  York 
City,  April  30,  1897. 
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GEORGE  H.  PRUDDEN. 

George  Henry  Prudden,  son  of  Giles  and  Susan  L. 
(Scovell)  Prudden,  was  born  in  Millville,  N.  Y.,  April 
9,  1864.  After  completing  his  schooling  in  Buffalo,  N. 
Y.,  in  1884,  he  entered  the  Bank  of  Buffalo  as  a  book- 
keeper, where  he  remained  until  the  fall  of  1887,  when 
he  went  to  Duluth,  Minn.,  where,  for  two  years,  he  was 
business  manager  of  the  Duluth  Evening  Herald.  In 
1889  he  went  into  the  general  insurance  business  in  which 
he  continued  until  July  1895,  when  he  was  appointed 
District  Manager  of  the  Aetna  Life  Insurance  Co.  of 
Hartford..

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REV.  THEODORE  PHILANDER  PRUDDEN. 

Theodore  Philander  Prudden  was  born  in  Mid- 
dlebury,  Conn.,  March  14,  1847,  He  was  the  third  soh 
of  Rev.  George  Peter  Prudden.  He  graduated  at  Yale 
College  as  B.  A.,  in  1869,  and  as  B.  D.,  in  1873,  was  or- 
dained and  settled  over  Plymouth  Church  in  Lansing, 
Mich.,  December  22,  1874,  being  at  that  time  twenty- 
seven  years  of  age.  He  remained  in  Lansing  until  May 
1885,  when  he  became  pastor  of  the  Leavitt  Street  Church 
in  Chicago,  111.  In  May  1894,  he  removed  to  West 
Newton,  Mass.,  where  he  still  lives  and  is  pastor  of  the 
Second  Congregational  Church  of  Newton.  He  received 
the  degree  of  D,  D.,  from  Illinois  College  in  1890.  On 
October  24,  1877,  he  married  Harriett  Collins  Terry  of 
Hartford,  Conn.,  who  died  January  28,  1886;  married, 
second,  October  20,  1887,  Margaret  H.  Bull  of  Quincy, 
111.     Had  six  children. 
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DR.   THEOPHIL  MITCHELL  PRUDDEN. 

Theophil  Mitchell  Prudden  was  born  in  Mid- 
dlebury,  Conn.,  July  7,  1849,  and  graduated  from  the 
Yale  Scientific  School  in  1872.  He  taught  chemistry  in 
the  Scientific  School  while  he  pursued  medical  studies  at 
Yale  for  two  years.  After  a  year  of  study  in  New  York, 
he  took  his  degree  in  Medicine  at  Yale  in  1875.  Follow- 
ing a  year  of  hospital  practice,  he  studied  abroad  for  two 
years  and  on  his  return  became  an  Instructor  in  the 
Pathological  Labratory  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  in  New  York  (the  Medical  Department  of 
Columbia  College),  where  he  has  now  held  for  several 
years  the  chair  of  Professor  of  Pathology.  He  has  pub- 
lished a  series  of  researches  on  medical  and  sanitary  sub- 
jects, as  well  as  articles  of  popular  interest.  He  received 
the  Honorary  Degree  of  LL.D.,  from  Yale  in  1807.  He 
stands  very  high  in  his  profession,  and  his  works  and 
opinions  are  classed  as  standard.    He  is  unmarried. 
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HENRY  JOHNSON  PRUDDEN. 

Henry  Johnson  Prudden  was  born  in  Medina,  N.  Y., 
March  16,  1843,  and  married  Mary  Jennett  Bassett  of 
New  Haven,  Conn,  He  was  a  successful  business  man, 
being  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Bowditch  and  Prudden, 
manufacturers  and  dealers  in  furniture  in  New  Haven, 
but  found  leisure  for  wide  reading  and  travel.  He  gave 
valuable  service  to  the  church  and  community,  particular- 
ly in  the  line  of  Sunday  School  and  Missionary  work. 
While  his  preference  would  have  led  him  through  college 
into  professional  life,  the  failure  of  his  fathers  health 
turned  him  into  a  business  career,  which  he  pursued  with 
conscientious  fidelity,  though  never  forgetting  the  higher 
values  of  culture  and  usefulness,  at  the  time  of  his  death 
(which  occurred  July  2,  1890)  he  was  President  of  the 
State  Sunday  School  Association  of  Connecticut.  His 
influence  will  long  be  felt  among  those  who  came  in  con- 
tact with  his  earnest,  unselfish  spirit,  in  business,  in  society 
in  the  church  of  the  Redeemer,  of  which  he  was  deacon, 
and  whose  Sunday  School  he  superintended  for  fifteen 
years,  and  in  the  work  of  the  Welcome  Hall  Mission  in 
New  Haven,  which  he  inaugurated,  as  well  as  through 
the  legacies  which  he  left  in  aid  of  many  benevolent  en- 
terprises. He  was  the  eldest  son  of  Rev.  George  Peter 
Prudden  and  brother  of  Rev.  Theodore  Philander  and 
Dr.  Theophil  Mitchell  Prudden. 
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Hon.  Augustus  Mallory. 
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JUDGE  AUGUSTUS  MALLORY. 

Augustus  Mallory,  son  of  Samuel  and  Lucretia 
(Davis)  Mallory  was  born  in  Coventry,  N.  Y.,  January 
6,  1819,  and  located  in  Greenwood,  Steuben  Co.,  N.  Y., 
about  1844,  where  all  his  children  were  born. 

He  left  New  York  State  in  January,  1868,  and  first  lo- 
cated in  the  Willimette  Valley,  Marion  Co.,  Oregon,  in 
1870,  he  with  his  family  removed  to  Heppner,  Umatilla, 
now  Morrow  Co.,  Oregon,  where  he  became  Land  Agent, 
Notary  Public,  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  Commissioner 
of  Deeds.  Later  he  was  elected  County  Judge  of  Mor- 
row Co.,  which  position  he  filled  so  acceptably  as  to 
make  him  one  of  the  most  prominent  men  of  that  section 
of  Oregon. 

About  1877  or  1878  he  was  attacked  by  a  hip  disease, 
which  finally  became  so  chronic  that  it  became  difficult  to 
walk,  otherwise  his  health  was  good.  Although  his 
trouble  grew  with  advancing  years,  he  attended  to  his 
business  until  a  few  years  of  his  death. 

At  the  time  of  the  great  Heppner  flood,  his  house  was 
undermined  and  carried  down  the  river,  as  soon  as  the 
flood  had  subsided  to  allow  rescue  work,  his  house  was 
found  wedged  against  another,  but  upright.  The  rescuers 
found  the  old  gentleman  sitting  in  his  chair  with  a  baby 
in  his  lap,  and  both  uninjured.  This  Heppner  flood  was 
no  fancy,  as  it  was  one  of  the  worst  catastrophies  on 
record  in  the  United  States,  as  to  the  loss  of  life  in  com- 
parison to  the  population  of  the  town  afflicted.  His 
deliverance  was  a  miracle.  Houses  all  around  his  that 
were  more  solidly  built  were  completely  torn  to  pieces, 
and  almost  every  person  in  them  drowned,  but  it  seemed 
that  his  house  was  carried  to  one  side  out  of  the  main 
current  and  lodged  against  a  stone  structure  and  left 
comparatively  intact.  He  died  in  Jefiferson,  Oregon, 
January  29,  1908.  His  wife  died  July  4,  1903,  having 
lived  together  just  59  years,  having  been  married  on 
July  4,  1843. 
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HOMER   H.   MALLORY. 

Homer  H.  Mallory,  son  of  Samuel  and  Lucretia 
(Davis)  Mallory,  was  born  in  Coventry  Chenango  Co., 
N.  Y.,  February  18,  1827.  At  the  age  of  four  he  re- 
moved with  his  parents  to  Scio,  Allegany  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and 
in  1839,  to  Greenwood,  Steuben,  Co.,  N.  Y.  Since  then 
he  has  lived  on  a  farm  in  Greenwood,  excepting  two 
years  which  he  spent  with  his  family  in  Portland,  Oregon. 
He  was  married  April  10,  1851,  to  Betsey,  daughter  of 
John  and  Elsie  (Young)  Wallace  of  West  Union,  Steu- 
ben, Co.,  N.  Y.  To  them  were  born  three  children,  Emma 
G.  and  Marcus  F.  (deceased),  and  Libbie  L.,  who  lives 
with  him.     His  wife  died  February  23,  1888. 

He  has  been  Supervisor  of  the  Town  of  Greenwood 
for  eight  years  and  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He 
is  the  only  one  of  the  Mallory  family  now  living  in 
New  York,  and  is  now  at  the  age  of  83 ;  in  good  health 
bodily  and  mentally ;  his  intellect  being  as  clear  as  in  his 
prime.  This  faculty  seems  to  be  peculiar  to  Col.  Davis 
and  his  descendants. 
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HON.  RUFUS  MALLORY. 

RuFUS  Mallory,  son  of  Samuel  and  Lucretia  (Davis) 
Mallory,  and  grand  son  of  Col.  John  Davis,  of  Oxford, 
Conn.,  was  bom  in  Coventry,  N.  Y.,  June  10,  1831.  After 
receiving  an  academic  education,  he  moved  to  Iowa  in 
1855,  and  to  Oregon  in  1858,  where  he  permanently  lo- 
cated, studied  law  and  commenced  practice  in  Roseburg, 
Ore.,  in  1860,  becoming  District  Attorney  for  the  First 
Judicial  District  of  Oregon  the  same  year.  On  June  34, 
^860,  lie  married  Miss  Lucy  A.  Rose,  of  Roseburg,  Ore 
He  served  in  the  State  Legislature  of  Oregon,  from 
Douglas  County,  Oregon,  in  1863,  and  that  year  moved 
to  Salem,  the  capital  of  the  State.  He  was  elected  and 
served  for  four  years,  1862  to  1866,  as  District  Attorney 
for  the  Third  Judicial  District  of  Oregon,  and  was  then 
elected  as  Representative  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  as  a 
Union  Republican,  to  the  Fortieth  Congress.  In  1872 
he  served  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature  from  Marion 
County  and  was  chosen  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. From  January,  1874,  until  May  1888,  he  was 
United  States  District  Attorney  for  the  District  of  Ore- 
gon, with  headquarters  at  Portland,  Ore.,  at  which  place 
he  still  resides.  In  1882  he  was  appointed  Special  Com- 
missioner representing  the  United  States  government  in 
important  customs  litigation  and  in  that  capacity  made  a 
tour  of  the  world  visiting  Japan,  China,  East  Indies, 
Italy,  France,  Germany,  Switzerland  and  England. 

In  1883  he  resumed  the  practice  of  law  at  Portland, 
Ore.,  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Dolph,  Bellinger,  Mal- 
lory &  Simon,  now  Dolph,  Mallory,  Simon  &  Gearin. 
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GEORGE  DECATUR  SLOCUM. 

George  D.  Slocum,  son  of  Maria  (Mallory)  and  Lorin 
Slocum,  was  born  in  Jackson,  Penn.,  May  1,  1840.  On 
August  30,  1864,  he  enlisted  at  Hancock,  N.  Y.,  in  Co. 
H.,  144  Regiment,  N.  Y.  Vol.  Inft.,  and  on  October  1, 
1864,  was  transferred  to  the  1st  Regiment,  N.  Y.  Vol. 
Engs.,  which  organizations  served  in  Hilton  Head,  S.  C, 
and  in  the  army  of  the  James,  Va.  He  died  in  Lincoln 
Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C,  November  17,  1864,  prob- 
ably from  disease  contracted  in  service. 
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HON.  DE  WITT  DAVIS. 

De  Witt  Davis,  son  of  Joseph  Wheeler  and  Henrietta 
(Newton)  Davis  was  born  in  Woodbridge,  Conn.,  Janu- 
ary 31,  1833 ;  was  educated  in  the  Common  Schools  of 
his  native  town  at  Wesleyan  Academy  at  Wilbraham, 
Mass.,  and  at  Wesleyan  University,  in  Middletown, 
Conn. 

He  was  for  one  year  principal  of  an  Academy  at 
Warren,  Penn.,  and  for  three  years  principal  of  one  of 
the  Grammar  Schools  of  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  During  this 
time  he  studied  Law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1861, 
and  located  in  Milwaukee.  Shortly  afterwards  he  entered 
into  partnership  with  Walter  S.  Carter,  who  subsequent- 
ly removed  to  New  York  and  became  a  partner  and 
father-in-law  of  Gov.  Chas.  E.  Hughes  of  New  York, 
and  with  Frederick  W.  Pitkin,  who  later  removed  to 
Colorado  and  became  Governor  of  that  State.  He  was 
later  the  senior  member  of  the  firm  of  Davis,  Reiss  and 
Shepard,  the  personal  of  the  firm  being  De  Witt  Davis, 
John  R.  Riess,  Thomas  R.  and  Charles  E.  Shepard.  He 
was  elected  to  the  Wisconsin  Legislature  in  1864,  being 
the  only  Republican  elected  in  that  year  for  any  office  in 
the  City  and  County  of  Milwaukee.  He  retired  from 
active  practice  in  the  eighties  on  account  of  impaired 
health,  since  then  he  has  traveled  considerably  in  this 
country,  in  Mexico  and  in  Europe,  which  no  doubt  has 
greatly  improved  his  health,  as  at  the  age  of  three  score 
and  fifteen  he  looks  as  rugged  as  a  man  of  fifty.  He  re- 
sides at  1607  Grand  avenue,  Milwaukee. 

His  character  and  services  have  been  such  as  to  add 
lustre  to  the  Davis  family,  and  a  worthy  exponent  of 
the  high  character  and  example  of  his  honored  grand- 
father, Col.  John  Davis.

LEWIS  DAVIS. 

Lewis  Davis,  was  the  sixth  son  of  Col.  John  Davis, 
was  born  in  Oxford,  Conn.,  January  26,  1803,  and  mar- 
ried Lucinda  Perkins  of  Oxford,  Conn.,  October  1,  1829, 
by  whom  he  had  three  children  the  eldest  being  Dr.  Henry 
Davis  of  Wallingford,  Conn.  After  his  marriage  he 
settled  on  a  farm  in  Oxford,  where  he  remained  all  his 
life,  being  a  man  of  delicate  constitution,  by  the  strictest 
regard  for  the  laws  of  health  was  enabled  to  reach  nearly 
the  allotted  three  score  and  ten. 

He  was  known  as  a  man  of  the  strictest  integrity,  close 
in  all  his  business  transactions,  and  scrupulously  honest 
and  never  known  to  wrong  any  one  to  the  value  of  a 
penny.  He  was  of  very  simple  habits.  He  died  loved 
and  respected  by  all  who  knew  him  February  11,  1871, 
in  his  69th  year.  His  widow  survived  him  11  years, 
dying  in  her  7.5  year.    All  his  children  survived  him. 
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CARLOS    HOTCHKISS    STORRS. 

Carlos  Hotchkiss  Storrs,  son  of  Charles  W.  and 
Mary  L.  (Davis)  Storrs  was  born  in  Seymour,  Conn.,  July 
4,  1864.  He  graduated  at  the  Derby  High  School  and 
then  went  to  the  Wesleyan  University  at  Middletown, 
Conn.,  where  he  completed  the  classical  course  in  1887, 
and  graduated  with  the  degree  of  B.  A.  In  1890  that  in- 
stitution conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  M.  A.  In 
the  meantime  had  entered  Yale  Law  School  where  he 
graduated  in  1889.  He  was  later  in  the  office  of  Wooster, 
Williams  &  Gager,  and  later  practiced  law  in  Seymour 
and  Ansonia,  Conn.  He  married  Nettie  S.  Ryder,  July 
2,  1896,  and  resides  in  Ansonia,  Conn. 
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BURRITT  DAVIS. 

BuRRiTT  Davis,  son  of  Col.  John  and  Mehitable 
Thomas  Davis,  was  bom  on  Chestnut  Tree  Hill, in  Oxford, 
Conn.,  July  12,  1806 ;  after  his  school  days  were  over, 
he  settled  down  with  his  father  on  the  old  Homestead 
and  married  Sarah  Electa,  daughter  of  Hiram  Osborne 
of  Oxford.  Conn.,  December  11,  1828,  and  after  the 
death  of  his  father  in  1748  came  into  possession  of  the 
old  home,  where  he  resided  until  his  death,  on  May  24, 
1893. 

He  was  a  man  of  sterling  qualities  and  respected  by  all 
who  knew  him.  On  the  organization  of  the  Davis  family 
reunion  in  18T9,  he  took  an  active  part,  and  being  the 
only  survivor  of  the  fourteen  children  of  Col.  John 
Davis  was  elected  its  first  President,  which  he  held  until 
his  death,  being  present  at  every  reunion  for  11  years. 
His  wife  died  January  4,  1889,  having  lived  together  over 
60  years.

HON.  BURR  JAY  DAVIS. 

Burr  J.  Davis,  son  of  Burritt  and  Sarah  Electa  (Os- 
borne) Davis,  was  born  in  Oxford,  Conn.,  September  6, 
1831,  and  removed  to  Owego,  N.  Y.,  in  1857.  He  re- 
turned to  Connecticut  on  account  of  ill  health,  and  later 
took  a  trip  abroad,  and  in  1869  was  a  member  of  the 
Legislature  of  that  State,  from  Oxford,  Conn.  He  soon 
after  returned  to  Owego,  N.  Y.,  and  assumed  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Central  House  until  1878,  when  he  purchased 
the  Ahwaga  House  and  conducted  it  until  his  death. 
For  several  years  previous  to  taking  the  Ahwaga  house 
he  was  a  member  of  the  oyster  firm  of  Davis,  Corey  & 
Co.  In  1878  he  was  elected  Supervisor,  running  on  the 
Greenback  ticket,  which  was  endorsed  by  the  Democrats, 
and  held  the  office  two  terms.  In  1881  he  defeated  Wil- 
liam Elwell,  the  Republican  candidate  for  Sherifif,  over- 
coming a  Republican  majority  of  1,500,  and  served  a  term 
of  three  years.  Upon  the  death  of  Sheriff  Cleveland  in 
May,  1889,  he  was  appointed  Sheriff  of  Tioga,  Co.,  N. 
Y.,  by  Governor  Hill,  and  served  until  January,  1890. 
He  was  a  Democrat  and  an  energetic  worker  for  his 
party.  He  was  popular  throughout  the  county,  and  al- 
ways received  a  large  Repubilcan  vote  whenever  he  ran 
for  office. 

He  was  Past  Master  in  Friendship  Lodge,  No.  153, 
F.  &  A.  M.,  and  Past  High  Priest  in  New  Jerusalem 
Chapter  No.  47,  R.  A.  M.,  also  a  member  of  Malta  Com- 
mandery,  No.  21,  Knights  Templar  of  Binghampton,  N. 
Y. ;  since  1864  he  has  been  a  very  prominent  and  influen- 
tial member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity.  He  was  also  a 
charter  member  of  Starr  Lodge,  A.  O.  U.  W.,  of  Owego. 
He  was  twice  married  and  was  survived  by  one  daughter, 
Mrs.  John  F.  Ward,  by  his  first  wife  and  two  sons  and 
a  daughter  by  the  second.  Mrs.  F.  O.  Cable  of  Owego, 
N.  Y.,  was  his  sister  and  Bernard  H.  Davis  of  Oxford, 
Conn.,  his  brother.  On  the  evening  of  Friday  March  5, 
1897,  he  retired  apparently  in  good  health.  On  Satur- 
day morning,  March  6,  not  coming  down  at  8.45,  investi- 
gation was  made  and  he  was  found  lying  across  the  foot 
of  his  bed  partly  dressed,  dead.  Three  physicians  and 
one  of  the  Coroners  of  Tioga  was  summoned  and  after 
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examination  pronounced  the  cause  of  his  death  as  Heart 
Disease,  and  that  he  had  probably  died  about  five  o'clock 
that  morning.  His  funeral  was  one  of  the  largest  ever 
held  in  Owego. 

His  principal  recreations  were  hunting  and  fishing  for 
which  he  had  a  great  fondness  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death.

FREDERICK  JAY  DAVIS. 

Frederick  J..  Davis,  son  of  Burr  Jay  and  Sarah 
(Sperry)  Davis,  was  bom  in  Owego,  N.  Y.,  August  12, 
1871 ;  received  his  education  in  the  graded  schools  of 
Owego;  the  Owego  Free  Academy  and  Cornell  Uni- 
versity, class  of  1896,  at  which  institution  he  took  the 
law  course  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  New  York 
State  in  June,  1896 ;  since  which  time  he  has  been  actively 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  at  Owego.  up  till  1905,  in 
partnershrip  with  Martin  S.  Lynch,  under  the  firm  name 
of  Lynch  &  Davis,  and  since  1905,  individually;  is  now- 
serving  his  fourth  term  as  corporation  counsel  of  Owego ; 
he  is  also  director  in  the  Owego  Water  Works,  member 
of  the  following  organizations :  Delta  Tau  Delta  frater- 
nity of  Cornell  University;  Friendship  Lodge.  No.  153, 
F.  &  A.  M.,  of  which  he  is  a  Past  Master,  having  served 
one  term ;  Defiance  H.  &  L.  Co.,  No.  5.  of  Owego ;  Coun- 
try Club,  and  President  of  the  Owego  Rod  and  Gun  Club. 
In  regard  to  his  recreations  he  follows  closely  in  the 
footsteps  of  his  father  being  an  ardent  fisherman  and 
hunter. 

On  October  16,  1901,  he  married  Miss  Clara  S.  Cham- 
berlain, but  has  no  children  living. 
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SERGT.  HOMER  RIGGS. 

Homer  Riggs^  son  of  Ebenezer  and  Julia  Maria 
(Davis)  Riggs  was  born  in  Oxford,  Conn.,  April  30, 
1837,  where  he  lived  until  the  Civil  War  broke  out,  when 
he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Co.  D,  First  Regiment,  Conn. 
Vol.  Cavalary,  November  14,  1861.  Re-inlisted  as  a  veter- 
an December  17,  1863,  and  was  promoted  to  Company 
Quartermaster;  was  wounded  at  the  Battle  of  Reams 
Station,  \'a.,  August  25,  1864,  where  he  lost  his  right  arm 
and  was  taken  prisoner  and  held  for  several  months  be- 
fore being  released,  was  discharged  for  disability,  Febru- 
ary 17,  1865.  After  the  war  he  obtained  a  position  in  the 
Capitol  as  guard ;  later  he  obtained  a  position  in  the  Pen- 
sion Office,  which  he  retained  until  the  Cleveland  Ad- 
ministration, when  he  was  removed.  He  then  went  to 
New  Rochelle  with  his  family,  and  did  what  work  he 
could  on  his  father-in-law's  farm.  After  Cleveland's 
term  expired,  he  was  reappointed  to  the  Pension  De- 
partment, which  position  he  still  holds.  At  one  time  he 
was  a  special  examiner,  which  compelled  him  to  reside, 
first  in  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  then  Middlebury,  Vt.,  and  later 
New  Rochelle,  N.  Y.  He  now  resides  in  Washington, 
D.  C.  While  in  Middlebury,  Vt.,  he  lost  one  of  his  daugh- 
ters, from  typhoid  fever,  and  another  while  living  in 
New  Rochelle.  In  October,  1906,  he  lost  his  eldest  son, 
a  civil  engineer,  who  died  from  the  effects  of  injuries  re- 
ceived by  an  explosion  in  the  Brooklyn  Tunnel,  where  he 
was  employed  as  an  inspector.  Another  son,  a  Lawyer, 
and  a  daughter  who  is  now  in  her  last  year  in  Bryn 
Mawr  College,  near  Philadelphia,  make  their  home  with 
him. 
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SERGT.  CLARENCE  BONNET   RIGGS. 

Clarence  Bonnet  Riggs,  son  of  Homer  and  Mary 
E.  (Davis)  Riggs  was  born  in  Washington,  D.  C,  No- 
vember 12,  1868.  He  graduated  from  Norwich  Universi- 
ty of  Vermont,  as  a  Civil  Engineer ;  after  graduating  he 
was  employed  in  various  places  until  the  breaking  out  of 
the  Spanish  War,  when  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Co.  M, 
8th  Regt.,  N.  Y.  Vols.,  with  which  organization  he  served 
until  some  time  after  they  went  into  camp  at  Chicka- 
mauga ;  Clarence  realizing  that  there  was  a  poor  show 
of  the  8th  getting  to  the  front,  he  sought  and  obtained  a 
transfer  to  Col.  Savage's  2nd  Regiment,  U.  S.  Vol.,  En- 
gineers. In  the  latter  part  of  1898  his  regiment  was 
ordered  to  Cuba,  after  hostilities  ceased  the  regiment  was 
sent  to  clean  up  Havana ;  after  remaining  in  Cuba  over  a 
year  the  Regiment  returned  to  the  States,  where  he  was 
discharged  as  a  Sergeant.  He  then  found  employment 
with  the  New  York  subways,  on  the  engineering  staff  as 
an  Inspector  and  assisted  in  the  construction  of  the  tun- 
nel under  the  Harlem  River ;  after  that  was  finished  he 
was  transferred  to  the  lower  tunnel  under  the  East  River, 
on  the  Brooklyn  end.  Just  before  the  separate  gangs 
met  in  the  centre  of  the  River  a  blast  of  a  number  of 
charges  was  set  off.  As  it  was  on  the  last  day  of  the 
month,  and  it  being  necessary  to  include  the  result  in  the 
monthly  report,  he  was  sent  in  the  shield  to  make  the 
necessary  inspection,  just  as  he  entered  the  shield  with  the 
foreman  and  gang,  a  delayed  charge  exploded,  frightful- 
ly injuring  Riggs  and  the  Foreman,  and  seriously  injur- 
ing every  one  of  the  gang.  Riggs  and  the  foreman  were 
hurried  to  the  shaft.  The  foreman  died  as  the  cage 
reached  the  top  of  the  shaft,  but  Riggs  was  hurried  to  the 
Brooklyn  Hospital,  although  he  received  the  best  services 
that  surgical  aid  could  give,  he  lingered  for  two  weeks 
and  died  on  October  14,  1906,  aged  37  years,  11  months, 
2  days.  It  was  his  intention  to  remain  with  the  tunnel 
work  until  the  gangs  met  then  leave  and  start  for  himself. 
He  married  Miss  Mary  Hatch  of  Woodlawn,  N.  Y.,  by 
whom  he  had  three  children,  one  of  which  was  born 
about  two  months  after  his  death. 
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GEORGE  MOULTON  DAVIS. 

George  Moulton  Davis,  son  of  George  T.  and  Hen- 
rietta (Palmer)  Davis  was  born  in  New  Rochelle,  No- 
vember 5,  1870 ;  attended  the  public  Schools  of  his  native 
town,  working  during  vacations.  After  leaving  the  public 
schools  he  entered  Packard's  Business  College  of  New 
York  City,  taking  the  business  course,  expecting  to  obtain 
a  position  in  a  bank ;  failing  to  do  so  he  entered  the  em- 
ploy of  his  father;  soon  after  he  entered  the  U.  S.  Col- 
lege of  Embalming,  taking  a  full  course,  and  is  a  first- 
class  embalmer.    He  remained  in  the  employ  of  his  father 
until  May  1,  1907,  when  the  business  was  incorporated, 
and  he  was  given  a  quarter  interest  and  became  the  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer.    He  is  a  member  of  Huguenot  Lodge 
No.  46,  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Huguenot  Council,  No.  397,  R.  A. ; 
Echo  Council,  No.  55  L.  A.,  and  its  collector ;  Echo  Lodge 
No.  275,  K.  of  P.    He  was  a  member  of  Relief  Engine 
Co.    No.   2,   and   was    for    10   years   its    Secretary   and 
Treasurer.     He  was  for  many  years  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Registry  and  Inspector  of  Election  of  his  Ward, 
and  for  two  years  Commissioner  of  Charities  and  de- 
clined a  reappointment.  Is  sexton  and  collector  of  Trinity 
Church,    New    Rochelle.      He    has    several    times    been 
offered  the  nomination  for  Alderman,  but  declined.    He 
is  also  Treasurer  of  the  United  Charities  of  New  Ro- 
chelle.   In  politics  he  is  a  Republican.    He  is  very  popular 
with  all  classes.     He  is  married  and  has  two  children,  a 
son  and  daughter.    His  son  has  just  entered  the  New  Ro- 
chelle High  School. 
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HARRY  TOFFEY  DAVIS. 

Harry  Toffey  Davis,  son  of  George  T.  and  Henrietta 
(Palmer)  Davis,  was  born  in  New  Rochelle,  August  6, 
187Jr,  and  attended  the  Public  Schools  in  New  Rochelle ; 
at  the  age  of  ten  he  established  an  evening  paper  route 
which  he  attended  to  after  school  hours ;  after  leaving 
the  New  Rochelle  Schools  he  entered  Packards  Business 
College  of  the  City  of  New  York,  taking  the  business 
course.  In  April,  1890,  he  sold  out  his  paper  route  and 
left  home  for  Seattle,  Wash.,  expecting  to  take  a  position 
as  Assistant  Bookkeeper  in  a  Lumber  Firm,  but  about  a 
week  after  arriving  there  the  firm  failed,  not  wishing  to 
remain  idle,  he  went  up  Puget  Sound  to  Orcas  Island, 
owned  by  a  New  Rochelle  man  and  hired  out  for  the 
planting  season;  after  that  was  over  he  returned  to 
Seattle,  but  finding  nothing  to  do  went  to  Olympia  with 
the  same  result.  Business  being  very  dull,  he  returned 
home  in  July,  the  experience  gained  being  worth  the  trip. 
Soon  after  returning  home  he  obtained  a  position  with 
Taylor  &  Co.,  a  wholesale  Undertakers  Supply  House,  in 
New  York  City,  where  he  remained  about  two  years.  He 
then  entered  the  employ  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R. 
Co.,  at  Harlem  River,  in  the  Bridge  Department,  and  later 
was  promoted  to  be  Chief  Clerk  in  Naval  Construction 
Department  of  the  same  road ;  after  some  years  at  a  small 
salary  and  but  little  chance  for  further  promotion,  he 
decided  to  look  out  for  something  better. 

His  father  then  offered  him  a  position  at  the  same 
salary  and  he  accepted  and  at  once  took  a  full  course  in 
the  Renouard  School  of  Embalming  in  New  York.  He 
remained  on  salary  until  his  father  incorporated  the  busi- 
ness, when  he  was  given  a  quarter  interest  and  became 
vice-president  and  manager.  Like  his  brother  George,  he 
is  an  expert  embalmer.  He  is  a  member  of  Huguenot 
Lodge,  No.  46,  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Huguenot  Council,  No.  397, 
R.  A.,  of  which  he  is  Past  Regent;  Rochelle  Lodge,  599, 
I.  O.  O.  F.  He  is  also  an  exempt  member  of  Relief 
Engine  Co.  No.  2.  In  politics  he  is  an  Independent  Demo- 
crat, and  is  very  popular  with  all  classes.  He  is  married 
and  has  one  child,  a  son.  He  is  a  lay  reader  of  the 
Episcopal  Church.

PREFACE  TO  REUNIONS. 

I  have  taken  the  Hberty  of  inserting  the  origin  and 
course  of  the  Davis  reunions  from  its  inception  to  the 
present  time  in  order  that  the  distant  members  of  the 
family,  in  which  hands  this  work  may  come,  may  know 
what  efforts  have  been  made  to  perpetuate  the  name  of 
Col.  John  Davis  of  Oxford,  Conn.,  and  whose  descend- 
ants are  (in  the  space  of  128  years)  scattered  in  nineteen 
states,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  Oceans  and  from 
Canada  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico;  with  one  family  in  Al- 
berta, Can.,  and  one  in  Germany. 

When  his  first  child  was  born  in  1783,  not  one  of  the 
original  thirteen  states  had  ratified  the  Constitution  and 
when  his  last  child  was  born  in  1810,  only  four  addition- 
al states  had  been  admitted.  It  is  a  fact  to  be  proud  of, 
that  wherever  any  of  his  descendants  have  located, 
whether  as  private  citizens  or  in  official  positions,  they 
have  been  honored  and  respected,  and  places  were  bene- 
fited for  having  any  of  them  for  residents.  There  is  one 
thing  certain  that  if  the  criminal  court  of  the  different 
sections  of  the  United  States  had  to  depend  on  the  des- 
cendants of  Col.  John  Davis  for  support,  they  could 
rent  the  Court  rooms  for  schools  and  turn  the  Judges  into 
teachers.

The  Historian  never  furnished  me  with  any  manu- 
•script,  but  made  reports  verbaly  at  the  various  reunions, 
and  after  his  death  I  could  not  locate  his  papers.  Of  the 
Presidents,  Burritt,  Clark  and  Marcus  Davis  and  John 
C.  Hull  are  dead.  Mary  Tomlinson,  scribe  and  Rev. 
Sheldon  Davis,  Historian,  are  dead.  The  eldest  person 
named  Davis  present  is  usually  the  President. 
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THE  DAVIS  REUNIONS. 

The  origin  of  the  re-union  was  planed  and  carried  out 
by  two  ladies  of  the  family,  who  in  their  efforts  to  get 
together  at  one  time  as  many  of  the  descendants  of  Col. 
John  Davis  of  Oxford,  Conn.,  as  possible,  made  this 
work  a  possibility,  a  probability  and  in  time  a  success. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1878  and  the  spring  of  1879,  Mrs. 
Jeannette  G.,  wife  of  John  Davis,  a  grand  son  of  the  Col. 
residing  at  Seymour.  Conn.,  and  Mrs.  Betsey  Hopkins, 
a  grand  daughter  of  the  Col.  and  wife  of  Willard  Hop- 
kins of  Naugatuck,  Conn.,  proposed  the  re-union  and 
enlisted  in  their  cause.  Miss  Mary  Tomlinson  of  Sey- 
mour. Conn.,  a  great  grand  daughter  of  the  Col.  Burritt, 
the  only  surviving  child  of  the  Col.  and  the  adult  relatives 
in  Connecticut  and  Eastern  New  York,  were  communicat- 
ed with  in  the  spring  of  1879  and  so  many  favorable  re- 
plies were  received,  that  they  were  assured  of  its  success. 
They  secured  the  grove  and  fixed  the  date  as  August  20, 
1879,  little  thinking  that  this  re-union  would  become  an- 
nual for  thirty-one  years,  or  after  they  had  both  passed 
to  their  long  home,  there  to  meet  the  loved  ancestors, 
whom  they  sought  to  honor  and  commemorate  here. 
The  success  of  this  first  re-union  caused  continuation. 

For  the  first  re-union  89  notices  were  sent  out,  and  at 
that  time  Col.  Davis  had  living,  one  son  and  thirty-seven 
grand-children  of  which  twelve  are  living  at  this  date, 
1909,  the  eldest  being  in  her  92nd  year  and  the  youngest 
is  in  his  6.3rd  year.  I  have  included  in  this,  accounts  of 
the  first  re-union  which  appeared  in  the  Seymour  (Conn.) 
record  of  August  22,  1879,  and  in  the  New  Rochelle  (N. 
Y.)  Press  of  August  23,  1879. 

In  order  that  the  re-unions  may  be  interesting,  the  an- 
nouncements of  marriages,  births  and  deaths,  with  dates 
of  same,  that  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Secretary  since 
the  previous  one,  are  made  at  each  re-union.  At  most  of 
these  re-unions,  addresses  were  made  and  in  some  cases 
papers  were  read,  which  were  not  turned  over  to  the 
Secretary,  as  they  should  have  been,  and  are  probably  lost. 
At  any  rate  they  are  beyond  the  reach  of  the  Secretary. 
Several  resolutions  on  the  death  of  members,  which  the 
Secretary  now  has,  came  into  his  possession  for  copying

on  the  minutes,  and  are  given  in  this  part  of  the  work 
as  well  as  a  full  report  of  the  last  re-union  with  a  full 
text  of  a  poem  sung  and  an  article  from  the  pen  of  a 
Grand  Daughter  of  Anson  Davis. 


From  Seymour  Record,  August  22,  1879. 

The  Davis  Family  Re-union  at  High  Rock  Grove, 
Wednesday  afternoon  was  attended  by  over  a  hundred 
of  the  descendants  of  Col.  John  Davis  of  Chesnut  Tree 
Hill.  After  dinner  the  party  gathered  under  the  pavilion 
and  Burritt  Davis  of  Oxford,  the  only  survivor  of  the 
children  of  Col.  John  Davis,  was  called  to  the  chair.  An 
address  was  made  by  Rev.  Sheldon  Davis  of  Great  Hill, 
who  showed  two  books  printed  respectively  in  1705  and 
1726,  entitled  "The  Religion  of  Nature  Delineated,"  an 
answer  to  Deism  and  "Philosophical  Principles,"  once 
owned  by  Joseph  Davis,  the  father  of  Col.  John  Davis. 
The  date  of  the  inscription  in  one  of  the  books  (1745) 
is  within  a  few  years  of  the  birth  of  the  Col.  The  two 
books  were  given  to  Rev.  Sheldon  by  his  grandfather  in 
1839,  and  were  the  only  books  or  relics  of  any  descrip- 
tion which  escaped  the  accidental  burning  of  the  old 
homestead. 

Brief  remarks  were  made  by  Dr.  Henry  Davis  of 
Wallingford  and  letters  were  read  from  distant  mem- 
bers of  the  family  who  had  been  unable  to  attend. 

It  was  voted  to  hold  a  similar  reunion  in  1880  and  to 
appoint  a  permanent  committee.  Miss  Mary  Tomlinson 
of  Seymour,  was  appointed  permanent  scribe  and  Rev. 
Sheldon  Davis  historian.  Following  are  the  names  so  far 
as  registered  on  the  book  prepared  for  that  purpose  by 
the  Scribe :

The  descendants  of  Col.  John  Davis  of  Oxford,  Conn, 
held  their  first  annual  re-union  at  High  Rock,  Grove, 
near  Naugatuck,  Conn.,  on  Wednesday,  August  20,  1879. 
Dinner  was  served  at  1  p.  m.,  and  at  2.30  o'clock  a  meet- 
ing was  held  in  the  Pavilion  on  the  grounds.  It  was  called 
to  order  by  Rev.  Sheldon  Davis.  Burrett  Davis  the  only 
surviving  child  of  the  Col.  was  appointed  chairman,  and 
Miss  Mary  Tomlinson  of  Seymour,  Conn.,  was  appoint- 
ed Secretary.  An  address  was  made  by  Rev.  Sheldon 
Davis  of  Ansonia.  During  the  address  he  exhibited 
some  books  formerly  belonging  to  Joseph  Davis  father 
of  the  Col.  One  of  them  was  printed  in  London  in  1705, 
and  the  other  at  the  same  place  in  1724.  After  the  ad- 
dress on  motion  of  Geo.  T.  Davis,  of  New  Rochelle,  N. 
Y.,  a  committee  of  three  were  appointed  to  make  ar- 
rangements for  another  re-union  at  the  same  place  in 
August,  1888.  On  motion  of  Dr.  Henry  Davis  of  Wall- 
ingford,  Conn.,  a  committee  of  three,  consisting  of  Rev. 
Sheldon  Davis  of  Ansonia,  Captain  Clark  Davis  of  New 
Rochelle,  and  Henry  Prudden  of  New  Haven  were  ap- 
pointed to  obtain  statistics  relating  to  the  Davis  family 
and  report  at  the  next  reunion.  After  which  the  meet- 
ing adjourned,  and  all  had  a  good  time.  Several  left  on 
the  three  o'clock  p.  m.  train  for  Bridgeport  and  New 
Haven,  while  the  greater  part  remained  until  the  seven 
p.  m.  train. 

Among  the  relatives  present  from  a  distance  were : 
Homer  Riggs  of  Washington,  D.  C. ;  Burr  Davis  and 
family  of  Mount  Vernon,  N.  Y. ;  Capt.  Clark  Davis  and 
George  T.  Davis  of  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y. ;  John  F.  Cox- 
head,  Hyde  Park,  N.  Y. ;  Dr.  Henry  Davis  of  Walling- 
ford,  Conn. ;  the  widow,  son  and  daughter  of  Rev.  Geo. 
P.  Prudden  of  New  Haven,  Conn. ;  Rev.  Sheldon  Davis 
of  Ansonia,  Conn.  In  all  there  were  about  one  hundred 
and  thirty  relatives  present.  Almost  every  profession 
and  business  were  represented.  In  religion.  Episcopalians 
took  the  lead,  and  the  Presbyterians  next. 

Col.  John  Davis,  who  is  the  head  of  this  gathering, 
was  born  in  Oxford,  Conn.,  September  27,  1755,  and  died 
November  27,  1848.  aged  93  years.     Soon  after  the  Re- 
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volution  broke  out  he  was  taken  prisoner  by  Gen.  Howe, 
and  taken  to  Long  Island,  but  escaped  before  the  war 
ended.  For  a  number  of  years  he  commanded  a  regi- 
ment of  Connecticut  militia;  (*in  which  six  of  his  seven 
sons  were  officers).  His  wife  died  in  1858  aged  88 
years. 

*This  paragraph  is  an  error. 

The  Colonel  had  fourteen  children.  The  eldest  living 
descendants  of  the  Col.  Davis  were  present,  and  are  as 
follows : 

BuRRiTT  Davis,  son,  of  Oxford,  Conn.,  age  73  years. 
Rev,  Sheldon  Davis,  grandson,  of  Ansonia,  Conn., 
aged  67  years. 

Capt.  Clark  Davis,  grandson,  of  New  Rochelle,  N.

These  re-unions  have  been  held  annually  ever  since, 
from  1879  to  1901,  they  were  held  at  High  Rock  Grove, 
near  Beacon  Falls,  Conn.,  except  1891,  when  it  was  held 
at  Sea  Side  Park,  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  in  1901,  on  the 
lawn  of  Walter  S.  Osborn,  Naugatuck,  Conn.,  in  1902 
and  1903,  at  Pine  Rock  Park,  near  Shelton,  Conn.,  in 
1904,  1905,  1906  and  1907,  at  Walnut  Beach,  near  Mil- 
ford,  Conn.,  in  1908,  on  the  lawn  of  William  T.  Andrews 
at  Race  Brook  Junction,  Orange,  Conn,,  in  1909.  on  the 
lawn  of  M.  L.  Coleman  on  Moose  Hill,  Oxford,  Conn., 
known  as  the  "Peach  Farm."  The  earliest  in  the  season 
was  July  6,  and  the  latest,  September  1 ;  10  were  held 
in  July;  19  in  August  and  3  in  September. 

Burritt  Davis  was  President  14  years ;  Clark  Davis,  6 
years ;  Marcus  Davis,  3  years ;  George  T.  Davis,  3 
years ;  Franklin  L.  Davis,  2  years ;  Charles  Davis,  John 
Hull  and  Mrs.  Julia  Botsford,  1  year  each. 

Mary  Tomlinson  was  Secretary  3  years  and  George  T. 
Davis  28  years,  and  Genealogist  since  the  start. 

These  re-unions  have  been  a  success  as  it  keeps  the 
family  in  touch  with  each  other.  At  every  meeting  some 
new   faces  are  seen  and  almost  every  year  letters  are 
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read  from  distant  points.  It  was  at  the  suggestion  of 
Rev.  Sheldon  Davis  that  the  tracing  of  the  family  was 
started  in  1880.  Of  the  84  present  at  the  first  re-union 
in  1879,  39  are  dead,  at  that  re-union  seven  of  the  four- 
teen children  of  Col.  John  Davis  were  represented.  At 
the  last  one  in  1908,  five  were  represented.  The  average 
attendance  is  58.  The  largest  attendance  was  85  at  High 
Rock  Grove  in  1881,  and  the  lowest  10  at  Walnut  Beach, 
in  1904,  which  was  a  terrible  stormy  day,  the  other  thirty 
were  beautiful  sunshiny  days. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  at  different  re- 
unions which  were  spread  on  the  minutes.  At  the  re-union 
of  July  6,  1893,  the  following  deaths  were  reported :  Bur- 
ritt  Davis,  Amelia  B.,  wife  of  Dr.  Henry  Davis,  and 
Bernard  Alarcus.  son  of  Marcus  Davis  and  the  next  re 
union,  July  19,  1894,  the  death  of  Dr.  Henry,  son  of 
Lewis  Davis  was  reported,  and  the  following  resolutions 
by  Mr.  Carlos  H.  Storrs,  were  adopted: 

BURRITT  DAVIS. 

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  Almighty  God  the  Ruler  of 
the  Universe  to  remove  from  our  midst  our  honored  and 
venerable  President  Burritt  Davis. 

Therefore  be  it  Resolved,  That  we  the  members  of  the 
Davis  Family  Re-union  Association  deeply  regret  the 
departure  of  one  whose  integrity  and  uprightness  of 
character  during  his  long  years  of  usefulness  won  for 
him  the  respect  and  admiration  of  all  who  associated 
with  him. 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  to  the  family  of  the  de- 
ceased our  sincere  sympathy  in  their  affliction  and  that  a 
copy  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  to  them,  and  also 
be  spread  upon  the  records  of  our  Association. 

AMELIA  B.  DAVIS 

Whereas  Almighty  God  in  his  Divine  Providence  has 
removed  from  our  midst,  one  who  was  a  true  mother  and 
devoted  wife,  Amelia  B.  Davis.

labors  of  this  self  sacrificing  wife.

Resolved,  That  the  deepest  sympathy  of  this  Associa- 
tion is  hereby  extended  to  the  bereaved  relatives  in  their 
affliction. 

Resolved,  That  this  expression  of  our  eympathy  be  en- 
tered upon  the  records  of  the  Association,  and  copies 
sent  to  her  beloved  nephews,  respectfully. 

This  lady  was  the  widow  of  Rev.  Sheldon  Davis. 
Similar  resolutions  were  offered  for  Rev.  Sheldon  Davis, 
Marcus  Davis,  Capt.  Clark  Davis  and  Isaac  B,  Davis,  but 
as  they  were  never  sent  me  to  spread  on  the  minutes,  they 
are  omitted  as  I  have  not  the  exact  text.  At  every  meet- 
ing short  addresses  were  given  and  various  changes 
mentioned,  as  had  come  to  the  notice  of  those  present 
during  the  year. 
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The  reunion  of  July  28,  1909,  at  the  residence  of  Mrs. 
M.  J.  Coleman,  daughter  of  Marcus  Davis  on  Moose 
Hill,  Oxford,  Conn,  (known  as  the  Peach  Farm)  was 
probably  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  held  in  many  years. 
The  beautiful  scenery  and  the  clear  mountain  air  no 
doubt  helped  to  make  it  so.  After  all  had  arrived  and 
renewed  old  acquaintance  and  new  ones  made, 
dinner  was  announced  and  all  sat  down,  but  before 
being  helped,  Mr.  Coleman  asked  all  to  rise  in  their  places 
and  the  Doxology  was  sung,  every  one  joining.  The 
effect  may  be  imagined,  but  cannot  be  told  in  words. 
That  dinner  was  a  success.  After  being  over  all  were  in- 
vited to  the  spacious  porch  for  the  annual  meeting.  As 
soon  as  the  regular  business  was  over,  the  following 
Bong,  by  Miss  Mary  Hull,  was  passed  around  and  at  her 
request  was  sung  by  all  to  the  tune  of  "America." 

Strong  clan  of  Davis  name 
'Tis  not  for  wealth  or  fame 

We  meet  to-day. 
But  that  we  may  each  year 
Greet  all  our  kindred  here, 
And  fill  each  heart  with  cheer. 

Along  the  way. 

Our  fathers  God,  we  ask 
Strength  to  perform  our   task. 

In   this   our   day : 
As  they  in  days  of  old, 
For  right  stood  strong  and  bold. 
And  loved  it  more  than  gold,  ., 

Grant  this  we  pray. 

That  we  may  play  the  part

Throughout  the  land. 

After  the  singing  of  the  above,  Mr.  Coleman,  who  help- 
largely  to  make  this  re-union  a  success,  gave  a  short 
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address  welcoming  all  present  to  his  home,  and  acted  as 
toastmaster,  which  resulted  in  a  recitation  by  Little  Cora 
Wells.  "Lincoln's  Gettysburg  address,"  by  Little  Arthur 
Coleman,  and  addresses  by  President  and  Secretary,  Geo. 
T.  Davis,  John  P.  Morgan,  L.  D..  and  S.  B.  Church.  The 
Misses  Jessie  Davis  and  Mary  Hull  and  Nancy  Smith, 
Mrs.  Martha  Prudden  and  Mrs.  Marcus  Davis  (the  eldest 
member  present)  who  gave  as  good  an  address  as  the 
youngest,  which  was  followed  by  a  song  by  a  Miss  Cole- 
man, one  of,  if  not  the  best,  w^as  a  paper  written  and 
read  by  Mrs.  Lily  Davis  Hull,  daughter  of  Marcus  Davis, 
entitled  the 

"DAVIS    FAMILY." 

The  early  settlement  of  New  England  was  unique  in 
the  class  of  people  of  which  it  was  composed. 

The  emigrants  who  crowd  the  great  steamships  of  to- 
day are  mostly  from  the  peasantry,  who  have  heard  of 
the  great,  rich,  free  land  across  the  sea,  where  money  is 
plenty  and  they  can  have  land  and  homes  of  their  own. 

The  majority  of  them  are  densely  ignorant  and  will  re- 
quire generations  of  training  before  they  can  come  up 
to  our  standards  of  living  or  morality. 

The  men  and  women  who  filled  the  cabins  of  the  little 
sailing  vessels  which  braved  the  terrors  of  the  long 
voyage  across  the  stormy  Atlantic  in  the  seventeenth 
century  were  of  a  far  different  class. 

Most  of  them  were  people  of  intelligence,  of  education, 
often  of  high  culture. 

Many  causes  conspired  to  induce  them  to  take  a  step 
which  entailed  so  much  privation  and  hardship. 

It  was  an  age  of  political  unrest,  of  religious  persecu- 
tion, of  intolerance  of  others  opinions. 

None  but  a  thoughtful,  earnest,  determined  race  would 
have  dared  to  make  such  an  attempt.  Undoubtedly  the 
hand  of  God  was  leading  them. 

It  seems  as  if  this  great  beautiful  land  had  been  kept 
hidden,  held  in  reserve,  you  might  say,  until  it  was 
needed  for  the  old  world's  overflow ;  needed  to  work  out 
the  problem  of  human  freedom. 

No  doubt  it  was  His  purpose  that  the  ones  who  were 
to  lay  the  foundations  in  this  new  country  where  every 
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man  was  to  be  a  prince ;  whose  children  were  to  be  the 
leaders  and  teachers  of  the  multitudes  who  would  come 
after,  should  be  of  the  finest  stock  the  world  has  ever 
produced. 

Among  those  early  settlers,  traditions  tells  us,  were 
three  brothers  from  Wales,  named  Davis.  It  is  said  they 
could  trace  their  ancestry  back  to  the  family  of  St.  David 
the  patron  saint  of  Wales,  who  was  born  about  the  yea: 
600. 

He  was  of  royal  blood,  the  son  of  a  prince,  but  chose  to 
devote  himself  to  a  religious  life.  He  became  eminent 
in  his  sacred  calling,  and  was  chosen  Archbishop  Caer- 
leon. 

The  town  records  of  Derby,  Connecticut,  tell  us  of  a 
John  Davis,  who  is  referred  to  as  "the  Welshman."  He 
located  in  Derby,  between  1685  and  1690,  and  became 
prominent  as  a  citizen,  taking  an  active  part  in  all  of  the 
town  business.     He  was  also  a  large  land  owner. 

Derby  then  comprised  the  wdiole  of  what  are  now  the 
towns  of  Derby,  Ansonia,  Seymour  and  Oxford. 

His  son  John  migrated  from  there  to  Oxford  and 
founded  the  Davis  homestead  on  Chestnut  Tree  Hill. 

Dr.  Davis  of  Seymour,  descended  from  a  Dolar  Davis 
v^^ho  settled  in  Massachusetts,  but  whether  there  is  any 
connection  between  the  families  I  cannot  tell. 

Dr.  Davis  once  told  me  that  our  cousin  John  Davis, 
who  died  in  Seymour  a  few  years  ago  bore  a  strong  re- 
semblance to  his  father.  Perhaps  he  is  also  descended 
from  one  of  those  three  brothers. 

Col.  John  Davis,  from  w^hom  the  company  gathered 
here  to-day  is  descended,  was  the  son  of  Capt.  Joseph 
Davis,  and  great  grandson  of  the  John  Davis  who  settled 
in  Derby.  Of  the  boyhood  of  our  common  ancestor  I 
have  no  record. 

When  the  war  of  the  revolution  broke  out  he  was  in 
early  manhood.  Whether  he  sympathized  with  the  patriot 
cause,  or  like  so  many  of  the  best  people  of  the  time  was 
loyal  to  the  king  for  conscientious  reasons  I  do  not  know^ 
One  incident  of  the  time  has  come  down  to  us. 

During  the  war  while  the  British  forces  occupied  New 
York,  they  sent  a  body  of  troops  all  through  south- 
western Connecticut  and  forcibly  carried  ofif  all  the  young 
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men  they  could  capture,  hoping  in  this  way  to  prevent 
them  entering  the  rebel  army,  and  also  to  try  to  induce 
them  to  join  the  British. 

John  Davis  was  among  the  number.  He  was  held 
prisoner  for  some  time,  but  finally  escaped  and  found 
his  way  home.  In  later  years  he  became  prominent  in 
public  afifairs  and  rose  to  the  rank  of  Colonel  in  the 
militia. 

Perhaps  his  greatest  service  to  his  country  was  the 
fourteen  children  who  were  bom  to  him  in  the  old 
homestead.    There  was  no  race  suicide  in  those  days. 

To-day,  we,  the  descendants  of  those  children,  have 
met  together  to  renew  our  friendships  and  to  keep  up  the 
traditions  of  the  family. 

How  I  wish  they  all,  from  the  oldest  grayheaded  re- 
presentative, to  the  tiniest  babe  in  the  family  could  be 
present  just  once;  what  a  host  there  would  be;  but  alas! 
not  what  it  might  have  been,  if  all  of  us  had  followed 
the  example  of  our  illustrious  ancestor.  But  then  it  is 
quality,  not  quantity  that  counts,  and  we  must  strive  to 
make  up  in  one  what  we  lack  in  the  other. 

Of  the  peculiar  characteristics  of  the  family  which 
have  been  handed  down  to  us,  the  first  that  comes  to 
my  mind  was  a  strong  love  of  the  soil.  Wonderful 
farmers  were  those  old  ancestors  of  ours,  living  like 
princes  on  their  broad  acres,  with  their  great  flocks  of 
sheep  and  herds  of  cattle ;  every  farm  a  hive  of  in- 
dustry, with  a  crowd  of  workmen  whose  daily  wage  was 
largely  paid  in  pork,  and  ham,  rye  flour,  etc.,  products  of 
the  farm. 

The  great  money  making  project  for  many  years  was 
raising  beef  cattle,  which  were  sold  to  drovers  for  the 
New  York  market.  There  were  no  railroads  to  bring 
supplies  from  the  Great  West,  no  Great  West  from 
which  to  bring  them.  Food  products  had  to  be  obtained 
largely  from  New  England  and  the  State  of  New  York. 
Every  available  bit  of  land  was  bought  and  cleared  for 
meadow  or  pasture  so  as  to  increase  the  amount  of  stock 
that  could  be  kept.  Part  of  the  land  occupied  by  this 
great  orchard  where  we  meet  to-day  was  once  owned  by 
Anson  and  later  by  Burritt  Davis,  both  sons  of  Col.  John 
Davis. 
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Another  characteristic  of  the  family  was  an  aptitude 
for  school  teaching.  Of  my  grand  father's  ten  children, 
I  believe  all  of  them  taught  at  some  time  in  their  lives 
and  several  of  them  ranked  among  the  very  best.  I  think 
the  same  can  be  said  of  most  of  the  other  branches  in 
greater  or  less  degree. 

Another  trait  I  remember  in  all  of  the  older  members 
of  the  family  which  impressed  me  very  much  and  of 
which  I  am  very  proud.  That  was  a  certain  dignity  and 
stateliness  of  bearing,  and  an  absence  of  profanity  and 
vulgarity  in  their  speech.  This  was  more  noticable  years 
ago  when  people  were  much  less  refined  in  ordinary  con- 
versation than  they  are  now.  My  grandfather  always 
addressed  his  wife  as  Mrs.  Davis  instead  of  her  given 
name,  as  was  the  common  practice  among  his  neighbors. 

One  thing  the  older  generations  were  very  found  of, 
was  horses,  and  of  riding  them.  An  old  lady  once  said: 
"Davises  were  born  on  horse-back." 

Col.  John  died  from  the  effects  of  a  fall  from  his  horse 
at  the  ripe  age  of  ninety-three.  The  story  as  I  heard  it 
is  this :  He  owned  a  fine  colt  which  he  was  in  the  habit 
of  exercising  himself  every  day,  as  he  would  not  trust  it 
to  the  boys  (gray  headed  men  by  the  way.) 

One  morning  in  the  early  winter  it  was  icy,  and  the 
colt  slipped  and  threw  the  old  gentleman,  injuring  him 
so  that  he  had  to  take  to  his  bed. 

While  thus  confined  the  house  took  fire  and  was  burned 
to  the  ground.  The  injury  and  the  excitement  of  the  fire 
were  too  much  of  a  shock  for  one  of  his  advanced  age 
and  he  died  shortly  after. 

I  well  remember  what  a  stately  figure  his  son  Anson 
Davis,  my  grandfather,  made  on  horse  back.  When  he 
was  over  eighty  years  old,  and  I  a  girl  of  twelve,  I  rode 
behind  him  on  a  frisky  young  horse.  The  horse  became 
frightened  at  something  and  began  to  dance.  Grand- 
father was  not  the  least  bit  disconcerted,  but  said  very 
reassuring  to  me :  "Don't  be  afraid,  just  hold  on  to  me 
and  you'll  be  all  right."  You  can  imagine  that  I  held 
tight  and  he  soon  had  the  horse  under  control. 

My  father,  Marcus  Davis,  never  went  anywhere  in  a 
wagon  when  he  could  possibly  go  on  horseback,  and  rode 
until  he  was  eighty,  although  he  was  so  lame  for  many 
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years  he  had  to  walk  with  a  cane.  In  my  girlhood  I  re- 
member many  times  when  my  father  and  mother  went 
out  to  a  neighbor's  in  the  evening  they  would  go  on  horse- 
back,   Mother  riding  behind  father  on  the  same  horse. 

As  a  family.  I  think  the  Davises  were  very  fond  of 
apples.  I  know  that  on  both  my  father's  and  grand- 
father's farms  there  were  more  and  finer  varieties  of 
apples  than  on  the  other  farms  in  the  neighborhood.  On 
both  of  them  grew  a  peculiar  apple  of  fine  flavor  and  long 
keeping  properties,  which  was  known  as  the  Davis  green. 
They  were  grafted  from  one  of  six  trees  which  Col.  John 
brought  on  his  back  from  New  Haven.  In  his  extreme 
old  age  I  spent  considerable  time  with  my  grandfather 
and  he  always  treated  me  to  apples,  especially  pippins, 
which  he  used  to  store  away  for  his  own  private  use.  He 
would  roast  them  for  me  before  the  open  fire. 

My  father  had  the  same  fondness  for  the  delicious 
fruit,  and  I  testify  that  it  has  descended  to  some  at  least 
of  the  next  generation. 

There  are  other  things  that  might  be  told  concerning 
the  family,  as  for  instance  the  story  of  the  malignant 
fever  which  at  one  time  attacked  so  many  members  that 
it  was  called  the  Davis  fever,  but  I  have  only  the  tradi- 
tion, and  those  who  might  have  given  me  the  particulars 
have  passed  beyond  our  knowledge. 

There  are  others  here  who  are  probably  much  better 
informed  on  these  matters  than  I  am. 

If  these  few  words  of  mine  shall  stir  up  in  them  the 
spirit  of  reminiscence.  I  shall  have  accomplished  my  ob- 
ject.

Note — I  have  heard  of  the  malignant  fever  story.  If 
you  will  refer  to  the  death  list  of  the  Nancy  (Davis) 
Humphrey  branch  you  will  see  that  there  were  four  deaths 
in  ten  days  in  the  year  1826,  viz :  Nancy,  her  husband 
and  two  children.  Nancy's  twin  sister,  Nabby,  who  spent 
her  last  days  at  my  father's  home  used  to  tell  about  her 
sisters  sick  house,  but  as  I  then  had  no  thought  of  this 
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work  and  made  no  note  of  it,  except  recollect  she  said  it 
was  some  dangerous  fever.  Again  this  same  family  was 
stricken  in  1854,  when  Nancy's  son  and  daughter  died 
about  one  month  apart,  but  in  this  case,  I  am  informed, 
it  was  small  pox.  and  think  I  have  heard  Aunt  Nabby 
say  so.  Again  in  1891,  a  severe  disease  broke  out  in  the 
old  Anson  Davis  homestead  on  Great  Hill,  when  nearly 
every  one  in  the  house  including  the  help  were  stricken, 
and  was  intensified  by  being  followed  by  typhoid  fever. 
The  owner,  Mr.  Samuel  P.  Davis,  died  from  the  disease, 
all  the  rest  of  the  family  I  believe  recovered.  It  was  said 
it  originated  from  the  well,  which  I  doubt,  as  Mr.  Davis 
was  too  careful  a  man  to  omit  cleaning  out  his  well  at 
least  once  a  year.

These  re-unions  have  been  social  and  instructive,  and 
practically  the  origin  of  this  little  work,  it  has  also  been 
the  means  of  keeping  members  of  the  family  in  touch 
with  each  other  who  are  residing  hundreds  of  miles 
apart. 

I  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that,  of  the  30  re-unions 
we  have  had,  I  have  attended  24  and  at  nearly  every  one 
I  have  seen  some  new  face,  and  many  that  I  shall  never 
see  there  again. 

There  is  one  more  peculiarity  about  the  eastern 
branches  of  the  family,  and  which  I  have  often  alluded 
to  at  these  re-unions,  it  may  be  only  accidental,  or  it  may 
be  an  inheritance  of  the  old  Colonel,  or  that  all  the  family 
liked  good  air.  I  do  not  think  it  was  done  by  any  mutual 
agreement,  but  it  is  an  actual  fact,  and  is  this ;  very  many 
of  the  family  located  on  high  elevations,  at  least  high 
enough  to  give  them  good  clear  air  and  fine  view  of  the 
surrounding  country,  as  proof  of  this,  I  will  cite  a  few 
cases  that  come  under  my  own  knowledge.  Col.  John 
Davis,  as  all  know,  lived  on  nearly  the  top  of  Chestnut 
Tree  Hill,  Oxford.  Conn.,  where  all  his  children  were 
bom  and  raised.  His  sons,  John,  Lewis  and  Burritt,  and 
his  daughters,  Mary,  Nabby.  Nancy  and  Julia 
M..    located     on    same    hill.    Anson     located     on    top 
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of  Great  Hill,  Seymour,  Conn.,  Truman,  on  a 
hill  slope  in  Guntown,  Naugatuck,  Conn.,  some  of  his 
farm  was  further  up  hill.  Joseph  W.,  located  on  well 
elevated  ground  in  Woodbridge,  Conn.  Of  the  grand- 
children, Anson  Riley,  Marcus  and  Samuel  P.  sons  of 
Anson,  all  located  on  neighboring  hills  in  Seymour  and 
Oxford,  Conn.  Of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Truman, 
Emerett  and  John  located  on  a  hill  overlooking  the  vil- 
lage of  Seymour,  Conn,  Clark  on  one  of  the  highest 
points  in  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y.,  of  John's  sons,  John  R., 
and  William  H.,  located  on  Chestnut  Tree  Hill,  and  Isaac 
B.  on  same  hill  as  his  cousin  John,  in  Seymour,  Conn. 
Of  his  great  grandchildren,  Mrs.  Andrews,  located  on 
a  beautiful  hill  in  Orange,  Conn.  ]\Irs.  Hull  on  Great 
Hill,  Seymour,  Conn.  Mrs.  Coleman  on  ]\Ioose  Hill, 
Oxford,  Conn.,  one  of  the  highest  points  in  that  section 
of  Connecticut,  from  which  the  view  is  grand.  These 
are  grand  daughters  of  Anson  Davis.  Mrs.  Hawley, 
grand  daughter  of  John  Davis  and  William  O.  Davis, 
his  grandson,  both  located  on  Chestnut  Tree  Hill,  of  the 
grandchildren  of  Capt.  Truman  Davis.  Francis  H.  Davis 
is  located  on  a  hill  near  Paines  Monument,  New  Ro- 
chelle, N.  Y.,  and  has  a  fine  view.  His  sister,  Mrs. 
Cornell  is  on  the  same  hill  near  him.  His  brother,  Geo. 
T.  Davis,  has  his  home  on  Huguenot  Park  Hill,  one  of 
the  highest  points  in  New  Rochelle,  being  a  part  of  the 
ground  occupied  by  the  Hessian  troops  during  the  Revo- 
lution. The  view  is  fine,  to  the  north  it  is  stopped  three 
miles  distant  by  the  Scarsdale  hills, to  the  east  by  Long 
Lsland,  eight  or  ten  miles  distant,  to  the  west  by  the 
Yonkers  hills,  six  miles  off,  and  down  the  valley  to  the 
southwest  on  a  clear  day  or  night  is  a  fine  view  of  the 
celebrated  Metropolitan  Tower  in  New  York  City, 
twenty  miles  away,  while  at  the  same  time  a  good  view 
is  had  of  the  City  of  Mount  Vernon,  five  miles  away. 
Franklin  T.  Davis  is  located  on  an  elevated  portion  of 
Mount  Vernon,  as  is  his  brother  Edward  M.  Mrs.  Hop- 
kins located  on  a  hill  overlooking  the  village  of  Nauga- 
tuck, Conn.,  now  occupied  by  her  son. 

Of  the  descendants  in  the  western  country  I  have  no 
doubt  the  same  peculiarity  exists  if  I  may  judge  of  the 
various  localities  where  they  at  present  reside. 
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Nearly  all  the  occupations  and  professions  as  well  as 
the  Army,  Navy  and  Militia  are  represented  by  the  ances- 
tors and  descendants  of  Col.  John  Davis.  A  large  num- 
ber were  tillers  of  the  soil,  both  east  and  west,  and 
owners  of  their  own  farms,  from  which  occupation,  no 
doubt,  the  present  generation  inherit  their  upright  and 
honorable  character,  many  of  whom  are  now  farmers 
in  different  parts  of  the  country. 

In  the  few  following  pages  I  will  endeaver  to  give  a 
list  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  obtain  of  those  who  have 
served  in  the  militia,  army,  navy  and  in  the  professional 
field.  I  hardly  dare  to  attempt  to  give  the  list  of  School 
Teachers,  if  I  did  I  would  have  to  give  almost  the  entire 
list  of  the  adult  female,  and  a  large  majority  of  the 
adult  male  descendants  of  the  venerable  Colonel  and  his 
children,  who  taught  school  some  time  in  their  lives. 
Every  branch  of  the  family  was  represented  in  this  most 
worthy  occupation  or  profession.  May  we  hope  that  the 
coming  generation  will  keep  up  the  high  standard  of 
citizenship  that  has  been  handed  down  to  them.

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The  accompanying  cut  sketched  from  memory  (it  hav- 
ing been  torn  down  over  forty  years  ago)  will  give  a 
good  idea  of  the  type  of  country  school  house  found  in 
the  farming  districts  of  New  England  and  eastern  New 
York  sixty  years  ago,  and  many  an  eminent  man  had  his 
first  mental  training  in  just  such  a  building.  This  par- 
ticular school  house  stood  by  the  road  side  near  my 
fathers  farm  in  New  Rochelle,  and  it  was  here  I  had  a 
good  part  of  my  schooling.  I  have  seen  over  50  children 
in  this  school  room  and  every  thing  was  taught  from  A 
B  C  to  algebra,  and  only  one  teacher,  a  man  in  winter 
and  a  woman  in  summer.  The  desks  were  plain  un- 
painted  pine,  the  girls  being  on  one  side  and  the  boys  on 
the  other  side  of  the  room,  with  the  wood  stove  in  the 
centre.  The  girl's  seats  were  long  box  seats  of  plain 
pine,  those  of  the  boys  were  only  slabs  with  four  legs, 
no  backs  on  any.  One  thing  not  to  be  forgotten  was  the 
bunch  of  birch  or  witch  hazel  switches  on  a  shelf  in  front 
of  the  teacher  so  as  to  be  handy,  and  were  often  used. 
Many  of  those  teachers  were  grand  men  and  women, 
they  received  small  money  salaries  and  boarded  round 
among  the  families  of  the  district,  one  week  at  a  time  in 
each  family.  This  was  discontinued  in  this  school  about 
65  years  ago.
